ELwoop, Ind., Sept. 13.— Special. —Last 
night after all the committees had compared 
notes and after the business houses had deco- 
rated profusely and the feed for 20,000 people 
had been taken to Elwood Park, where Govs.

Chicago’s Republican Drummers Hold a 
Spirited Meeting at the Grand Pacific— 
Two Hundred Representative Salesmen

Two hundred Chicagoans, who for forty 
weeks in the year roam up and down from 
Lake Superior to Mexico and from Ohio to the 
Golden Gate, selling the varied wares of this 
city, occupied seats in club room 5 of the 
Grand Pacific at 1 o’clock yesterday, when 
President Powell rapped his big seal ring on

the table and called for order. They were 
members of the Commercial and Traveling 
Men's Republican club. Two hundred more 
crowded into the narrow space back of the 
chairs and overflowed through the door into 
the hotel lobby. 

Come up closer, boys,” said President 
Powell.

There was an immediate surge forward. 
More people crushed into the room, and when 
the exercises opened there wasn’t space for a 
small man to move his elbows.

There is a resemblance between the Demo- 
cratic platform and the Constitution of the 
Confederate States, and if in the coming elec- 
tion we overwhelm this specter of free trade

The output of our manufactories has in- 


creased from £2,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000. 


Judge Altgeid says this goes into the hands of 
rich men. The results belong to the people. The 
increased wealth of the country they enjoy in 


a thousand ways. Of rich men I have seen- 
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something. They can’t wear more than $1,000 
un their backs if they have $1,000,000 a year, 
and they can’t eat $1,000 worth with- 
out increasing the expectations of 
their beirs.

FOUR OFFICERS ARE SHOT DOWN. 


Fleeing Train Robbers Halt Long Enough 
to Cripple a Posse, 

Fresno, Cal., Sept. 13.—[Speciai.]—The 
pursuit of Chris Evans and John Sontag, who 
robbed a Southern Pacificexpress train at Col- 
lis on August 4, has been quiet, except for the 
fight in Visalia, when Deputy Oscar Beaver 
was killed and Deputy George Witty was 
wounded, 

Today it again became tragic when the pur- 
suing posse was ambushed by the two rob- 
bers and four of the man-hunters were kilied, 
another was seriously wounded, and a sixth 
had his horse shot dead under him. The killing 


occurred about 11 o’clock this forenoon at a 


little lumber settlement called Sampson’s. 
Flat, located in the heart of the mountains 
forty-five miles from here. The dead men 
are: 

McGINNIS, ANDREW, United States Deputy 
Marshal. 

OLSEN, L. 

WILSON, VICTOR, a Deputy Sheriff from 
Arizona, 

UNKNOWN MAN. 

The wounded man is a Deputy Sheriff 
of Modesto, brother of George Witty, who 
was shot by the robbers at Visalia. Al 
Witty was shot through the neck and serious- 
ly, but not mortally injured. Constable War- 
ren Hill was the man who lost his horse. Hill 
was unhurt, as were two Apache Indians who 
were with the party assisting as trailers. 

The citizens and local officers who first pur- 
sued the two robbers soon wearied of the 
chase, and then the railrdad and express peo- 
ple imported from Arizona half a dozen 
square-jawed, clear-eyed young men with rec- 
ords as gun fighters and fearless persistent 
trailers, With these came two Apache scouts, 
One of the Arizona men was Vic Wilson, and 
he was made the leader of the posse that met 
such a galling fire today. From Sunday 
Sept. 4 until a week ago today the hunters 
were on ahot trail. On the Sunday named 
the robbers dropped in upon Supervisor Ellis’ 
fainily at their ranch in the valley, ordered 
food prepared, and helped themselves to 
blankets and provisions. Tuesday they had 
got into the mountains again, and the trail 
was lost. 

The affair this morning happened on Young’s 
place at Samson Flat, The posse, consisting 
of United States Deputy Marshal McGinnis, 
Wilson, Olsen, Hill, Witty, two Apache 
scouts, and one or two others, had 
tracked the robbers from Dunlap to 
Samson Flat, about forty-tive miles east of 
here in the mountains. The posse was com- 
ing down the trail by Young’s place. When 
opposite the house a door was thrown open 
and Evans and Sontag appeared. Before the 
officers could recover from their surprise the 
two robbers opened fire on them with shot- 
guns and then with Winchesters. The posse 


was so demoralized by the sudden attack that 


they could make no effectual resistance, only 


firing as they retired. 


Five men fell under the fire. McGinnis, 
Wilson, and Olsen were struck by rifle balls. 
The others turned their attention to them and 
the firing on the side of the posse ceased, soon 
after which the robbers disappeared. It 
could not be found out whether the robbers 
were wounded, but it is likely they were not 
badly hurt, if at all, as the posse’s fire 
was light. The robbers escaped without any 
interference up further into the mountains 
in a northeast direction. George Witty is at 
Young’s house where he is receiving the best 
care, “3 

The whole country in the neighborhood 
of the encounter is aroused and it is 
said no further attempt to take 
the robbers alive will be made. They will 
be shot on sight if discovered. 
The news caused great excitement here 
and Sheriff Hensley immediately took a posse 
of eight men and left for Samson Flat. The 
Sheriff of Tulare County has been notified 
and will leave for the mountains immediately 
to head off the robbers on the south. This 
last tragedy has thoroughly aroused the peo- 
ple. The whole mountain country in the 
neighborhood of Samson Flat is in arms, and 
it is hardly possible the robbers can escape. 


CONFESSED TO A HEAVY DEFALCATION. 


Frederick O. Clark Robs an Uncle and Then 
Disappears, 

Hartrorp, Conn., Sept. 13.—[ Special. — 
Sixty thousand dollars gone and the owners 
of the money obliged to ask the indulgence of 
their creditors is the result of the embezzie- 
ment of Frederick O. Clark, confidential 
bookkeeper of William H. Post & Co., exten- 
sive dealers in carpets, etc. Clark is a nephew 
of Mr. Post and has been trusted implicitly. 
His peculations date back to 1882, and have 
been conducted so systematicaily and so 
carefully that in the absence of any sus- 
picion he was not detected until now. The 
firm could pot account for its lack of ready 
cash, and a short investigation of the books by 
an attorney revealed irregularities. Further 
investigation showed embezzlements running 
into the thousands. Clark has confessed to 
$15,000 taken, and, having turned over to the 
firm his residence, has fled the city. Mr. 
Post, because of his relationship to the de- 
faulter, will not prosecute the case. 


CRUSHED UNDER A FALLING BALCONY. 


W. T. Ray Killed and Three Injured at a 
Guthrie Convention, 

GuTurig, Ok., Sept. 13.—The Republican 
convention of Logan County had just been 
called to order in the McKinnon Opera-House 
this afternoon when the balcony gave way. 
The house was crowded with delegates and 
the balcony with spectators, The balcony 
was supported from above by two iron 
girders, one at each end. One end 
of the structure fell, and, making 
an inclined plane, allowed the spectators to 
slide off to the floor below. W. T. Bay of Or- 
lando was fatally injured. He was badly 
crushed by the end of the gallery and survived 
only ashort time. Among the others who 
were badly hurt are Judge Mahary, H. C. 
Murray, and Judge Markland. The accident 
came near causing a panic, which was averted 
only by the coolness of Thomas Sumner, Tem- 
porary Chairman, and two delegates in either 
aisle of the floor who stood the rushing crowd 
back.

GROVER WILE BOLT IT 


HE OVERTHROWS HIS PARTY’S 
FREE TRADE TARIFF PLANK. 


In His Forthcoming Letter He Will Re- 
fuse to Stand on the Platform, but Will 
Fall Back on His Straddle of 1888—The 
General Feeling of the Country Scares 
the “Stuffed Prophet” Into a Vigorous 
Protest—The Campaign to Be Run at 
Cross Purposes. 


New York, Sept. 13.—'Special. Grover 
Cleveland has made up his mind to throw 
overboard the ultra free trade platform 
adopted at Chicago and appeal to the country 
on a straddle plank of his own. His position 
will be set forth in his letter of 
acceptance. Mr. Cleveland’s disgust and 
anger over the adoption of the 
substitute free trade plank in the convention 
were beyond measure. It was perfectly un- 
derstood then that the free trade substitute 
was put in the platform by a combination 
of extreme free traders like Henry Watterson 
and by Mr. Cleveland’s enemies, who wanted 
him weighted down by a platform which 
would not be acceptable to either himself or 
the country. Many of the Democrats who 
voted in the convention for free trade are 
sorry enough now that they did so, for after 
all they did not want the party defeated and 
shut out of office, for another Presidential 
term. In consultation with some of the party

Don M. Dickinson, and ex-Secretary Vilas are 
named as among them—Mr. Cleveland un- 
dertook to fix up a letter of comment on the 
platform which shouid put a new face on the 
free trade plank and explain to the country 
that the Democratic party really was not for 
free trade, but for moderate and discreetly 
ordered protection. On the direct authority 
of Democrats of the first consequence it 
can be predicted that in his letter of accept- 
ance Mr. Cleveland will attempt to explain 
away the statement in, the Democratic plat- 
form which said: 

We declare it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties except for the purposes of 
revenue only: and we demand that the collection 
of such taxes shall be limited to the necessities of 
the government when honestly and economically 
administered. 

Will Acknowledge Protection Is Right. 

Leaving the regular platform, Mr. Cleve- 
land will plainly acknowledge the correctness 
of the doctrine of protection. He will admit 
that in so much asa protective system bas 
been built up in the country it is necessary 
for the conservation of manufactories and 
trade that the protective system has been 
continued, and that it should also be 
coatinued to protect American workingmen 
and American capitalists from destructive 
foreign competition. He will devote the prin- 
cipal part of the tariff section of his mes- 
sage to an argument tending to show that 
although the doctrine of protection is right 
enough, in the present application it is 
wrong. He will try and maintain that the 
tariff is too high, and that the differences be- 
tween the prices of American and foreign 
product is more than doubie the differences of 
wages. Instead of taking the line laid down 
by the platform, Mr. Cleveland will, it is un- 
derstood, make his plea to the country on the 
line of his message of December, 1887, in 
which he said: 

It is now proposed to entirely relieve the coun- 
try of this taxation. It must be extensively con- 
tinued as a source of the government’s income, 
and in the readjustment of our tariff the interest 
of American labor engaged in manufacture should 
be carefully considered, as well as the preserva- 
tion of our manufactures. 

Mr. Cleveland has been turning over this 
question for weeks and his mind is full of 
doubt and indecision, not knowing exactly 
what to do. This is why the letter of accept- 
ance is being held back. Three times have 
the correspondents at Democratic national 
headquarters been informed that Mr. 
Cleveland’s letter would probably 
be made public on a following 
Monday. In each instance the letter has been 
withheld by Mr. Cleveland, because he could 
not be persuaded in his own mind to hazard 
his election upon either the platform as adopt- 
ed or as advised and explained. 

Has Delayed the Campaign. 

The entire Democratic campaign is being 
heid back for Mr. Cleveland’s letter, which 
will set the tone of the public discussion. 
The speaking part of the campaign has not 
been begun at all in this State or New 
Jersey, Connecticut, or other States where 
the Democrats may lose the election on the 
tariff issue. It will, however, be begun shortly 
in all these States. Not many tariff docu- 
ments, either, have been sent out, and the 
campaign is apparently waiting allalong the 
line for what Mr. Cleveland will say. The re- 
cital given is verified from several sources. A 
New England free trader said Sunday to the 
Tribune correspondent: ° 

„% When I heard it stated that Mr. Cleveland 
contemplated a twisting around of the tariff 
plank in our platform I felt that it must be an 
error. The Democratic party has declared 
that a tariff is a tax and a grievous abuse. 
We have by a solemn vote in the nation- 
al convention declared that protection 
is unconstitutional. For Mr. Cleve- 
land or his advisers, I do not ¢are 
in how commanding a position they are, 
attempt to divert the party from its deliber- 
ately expressed convictions was, I thoug ht, to 
flyin the face of the political opinion of a

would seem, however, that the error is thought

mine. I sought an opportunity to see Mr. 
Cleveland and to ask him if what I had heard 
was indeed true.

PRESIDENT HARRISON IS WORRIED, 


His Wife’s Condition Causes Great Anxiety 
—Consultation of Physicians, 

Loon Laxz, N. Y., Sept. 13.—President 
Harrison makes no effort to conceal his great 
anxiety over the condition of Mrs. Harrison 
and has been at her bedside dur- 
ing the entire day. The whole family 
shares his deep concern and all are 
apprehensive of a continu- 
ance of the present unfavorable symptoms. 
They are doing their utmost to cheer the pa- 
tient up, and have succeeded so well that she 
is not fully aware of the extreme gravity oi 
her case. She rested comfortably during the 


day, and Dr. Gardner, who was in constant 


attendance upon her, said that there had been 
a slight improvement since yesterday. 

Dr. Dougherty, the specialist of New York, 
arrived late tonight by special train from 
Malone. He proceeded at once to Mrs. Har- 
rison’s bedside, accompanied by her regular 
physician, Dr. Gardner of Washington. The 
President was also present. Mrs. Harrison 
was asleep at the time and it was deemed best 
not to arouse her. The physicians will make 
an examination later in the morning and will 
give the result to the public. 

Dr. Trudeau of the Saranac Sanitarium will 
join the other physicians in a consultation to- 
morrow morning with a view to determining 
whether Mrs. Harrison physically is able to 
stand the fatigue of a trip to Washington. She 
has expressed a desire to go there and 
the transfer will be made if it is deemed ad- 
visable. The President’s future movements 
will depend entirely upon the state of Mrs. 
Harrison’s health. It now seems likely that 
he may have to abandon his purpose of being 
present at the Grand Army encampment in 
Washington next week. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]— 
Mrs. Harrison’s friends here are greatly dis- 
couraged over the unfavorable newo from 
Loon Lake, It confirms their worst fears 
that she is suffermg from a cancerous affec- 
tion of the stomach. If the trouble had been 
merely nervous prostration resulting from the 
grip they think that six months' rest and quiet 
would have shown an improved condition. 
Instead it is known that Mrs. Harrison has 
grown no better in the bracing air of the 
Adirondacks. Actually she has been getting 
worse. Though the doctors have heretofore 
said they found no constitutional malady by 
this time they may have revised their diag- 
nosis. Mrs. Harrison’s symptoms are similar 
to those shown by her sister, Mrs. Scott Lord, 
who died three years ago after a six months’ 
illness from a cancerous affection of the 
stomach. It may be that Mrs.“ Harrison will 
be improved enough temporarily to remove 
her from the mountains soon, but if she is 
brought to Washington it will only be asa 
stopping place on the way to some Southern 
resort. There is no intention of having her 
occupy the White House this winter, even 
though freed from the social duties which 
fall to the lot of the President’s wife. Her 
friends say that Mrs. Harrison will be taken 
to some place more free from care than the 
National Capital. The deepest sympathy is 
felt for the President in his troubles,

BAYMEN LAY DOWN ARMS 


Two Regiments Called Out to 
| Maintain Order. 


INJUNCTION WAS VACATED 


Dr. Jenkins Summoned to Show His 
Authority. 


RUGIA’S PASSENGERS’ STATEMENT 


Frre Isranp, N. I., Sept. 13.—[ Special. 
The Normannia's passengers were landed on 
the island tonight. The baymen offered 
no resistance but stood sullenly by 
while the people were transferred from the 
Cepheus. The action of the Governor in order- 
ing out the troops and the naval reserve and 
the course of the Supreme Court in vacating 
the temporary injunction granted yesterday 
by Judge Barnard had a calming influence on 
the mob. 

& happier crowd never entered a hotel than 
that which came from the Cepheus to the 
Surf House. All were soon assigned rooms, 
supper was served, and as a severe storm is 
now raging they are doubly happy at their 
escape from another cheerless night on the 
water. 

In reply to the offer of the men from Islip 
to withdraw the injunction if the Governor 
would promise to sell the hotel Mr. Flower 
sent this telegram: 

New York, Sept. 13.—S. A. Jennings: Your 
dispatch received and your proposition declined. 
rhe conduct of the people ‘of Islip in tefusing 
shelter to the passengers of the Normannia and 
in attempting by mob force to prevent their land- 
ing on State property is a disgrace to our Com- 
monwealth. The State accepts no terms from 
law-breakers except submission to its authority. 
Your proposition is an insult to the Executive 
and the State. RoswxLl. P. FLOWER. 

In conversation with Mr. Palmer tonight 
that gentleman said: While the passengers 
feel that they have been putto a great hard- 
ship they have nothing but praise for Gov. 
Flower. He has shown himself a man all the 
way through. He has accomplished wonders, 
and no one on the Normannia will ever for- 
get him. We in the cabin had intended 
buying Fire Island and the hotel, and had 
raised $106,000 when word arrived of its pur- 
chase by the State.

Dr, 
Voight had a patrol of eleven men out tonight 
guarding the hotel from fire fiends. 

From all indications in this place the bay- 
men’s little war is over. David S. 8. Sam- 
mis, the late proprietor of the Surf Hotel, 
Fire Island, made this statement of the affair: 

The whole matter has been a tempest in a 
teapot. Idid what any other man in my 
position would have done. I was made a fair 
offer for my property and I accepted it. 
That’s all there is in it. Some of the baymen, 
excited by people who had political measures 
to serve, became impressed more or less with 
the idea that the establishment of a quarantine 
station on Fire Island would injure their 
buginess.. This is all bosh, and they now 
know that it is so and practically admit it. 
The political leaders led them on for effect, 
and the demonstration when the Cepheus first 
attempted to land the Normannia’s paseen- 
gers was the result, There is no need now to 
send any troops here, and on Fire Island, in 
Babylon, at Islip, and at Bay Shore all is 
quiet. The Normannia’s passengers have all 
been landed and will be made as comfortable 
as possible. 

Cheered When the News Was Received, 

The report about the vacating of the injune- 
tion was quickly communicated to the passen- 
gers on the Cepheus, who acknowledged the 
receipt of the good news by loud cheers, the 
band at the same time playing America.“ 
Soon afterward Sheriff Darling received a dis- 
patch from Gov. Flower instructing him to 
aid in the work of landing the passengers, as 
the injunction had been vacated. Senator Mc- 
Pherson, A. M. Palmer, and P. T. Wall came 
ashore for the purpose of locating rooms for 
the use of the weary passengers. 

The Cepheus, with its cargo of helpless 
women and delicate children, anchored all 
night in the channel off Fire Island, and their 
sufferings are described as having been most 
intense. Men paced the deck all night or re- 
clined upon the bare decks while snatching a 
few hours of restiess sleep. The women and 
children huddled together, crying and pray- 
ing in the warmest corners to be 
found or slept the sleep of exhaus- 
tion upon the seats of, the excursion boat if 
lucky enough to secure such points of vant- 
age. Delicate women tried to rest upon 
camp-stools or even upon the floor, and one 
and all bitterly bewailed their harsh 
fate and the devilish hardheartedzess of the 
baymen of Long Island, It was only 
after the most earnest prayers’ that 
the latter allowed some food to be sent to the 
half-famished passengers whom they had con- 
demned to either starve or go back to New 
York. Many of them will suffer for months, 
aye and for years, as a result of their cruel ex- 
periences off Fire Island, 

When Dr. Jenkins, on board the steamer 
Ripple, reached the side of the Cepheus and 
announced who he was a hundred 
including women, crowded along the rail 
shouting: “You scoundrel,” “ You rudian,”

matter was brought up in General Term 
and a decision quickly reached. Judges Pratt 
and Dykeman signed the decree vacating the 
injunction; Judge Barnard dissented. 

The members of the naval reserve reported 
at their headquarters this morning as ordered. 
The Sixty-ninth Regiment was not much later 
in assembling. At 12:45 o’clock both com- 
mands were placed on board the iron steam- 
boat Pegasus, which belongs to the same line 
as the Cepheus, and started for Fire Island. 
The naval reserve mustered 250 men, and had 
a gatling gun. The Sixty-ninth Regiment 
numbered 400. The Brooklyn regiment went 
to Islip by the Long Island rail road. 
In remarkable contrast to the savage action 
of the Long-Isianders were a nuinber of 
notable offers made to Gov. Flower by prop- 
erty-owners. Ex-Senator Stadler has offered/ 
the use of the Way Wayonda cluShouse. 
It will be accepted in case more room 
is needed. A well-known Wall street 
broker, whose name is withheld 
placed at the service of the Governor his sum- 
mer villa of 125 acres of land and a number 
of extensive conservatories. He also offers, 
with his wife, to act as host tosuch passengers 
as may be sent to his villa. There will be 
lots of accommodations as soon as the 
„ aborigines ’’ cease their opposition. 

It was rumored around the Health Depart- 
ment this afternoon that two cases of cholera 
had been discovered in the city, but Health 
‘Commissioner Bryant stoutly denied the truth 
of the report. He admitted that two or 


three suspected cases of cholera 
had been reported and that they 
were being investigated. He did 
not, however, believe them to be cholera. 
Chief Inspector Roberts of the Health Board 
said he had under investigation some suspect- 
ed cases, but he did not think they were 


cholera. 

In a communication dated Sept. 11 the cabin 
passengers of. the cholera-stricken steamer 
Scandia addressed to the Hamburg-American 


Packet company the following: 5 

We feel well, bodily and mentally, ever since 
the beginning of the voyage; as well, in fact, as 
if we had not gone through a voyage of fourteen 
-days of almost coustantly bad weather, and this 

favorable frame of mind has only been in- 
jured by reports abounding with lies. We 
were not even aware of the disease being on 
board before we arrived in this port, consequent- 
ly there could’ not have been a panic among us, 
as published. We therefore feel obliged to em- 
phatically object to the false —— We au- 
thorize, and even request, the Hamburg-American 
Packet com any to publish this. 

The cholera fleet is tossing restlessly at an- 
chor tonight, each ship with its chief officer 
on the bridge peering out anxiously through 
the sheets of rain into the darkness. The 
steamers strain at their moorings, heave and 
roll in the troughs of the black water, and now 
and then their keels grate on the sand bar. 
There is danger that the storm may grow into 
agale. The fleet is riding in water far too 
shallow. 

It was reported tonignt that yellow flags 
were flying in the lower bay. They flew and 
fluttered in vain appeal; no aid could come 
to them; the storm was too heavy; the doc- 
tors’ boat could not live in it; ali communica- 
tion was cut off; neither medicines nor disin- 
fectants nor fresh water could be brought. 

The cabin passengers of the Belgenland 
have been taken to the city. The passengers 
of La Champagne have been released. 
Champagne will be held until tomorrow. 

The steamer Aller from Bremen has been re- 
leased from quarantine. The steamer Didam 
of the Netherland line, which arrived at quar- 
antine this morning, having on board 13 cabin 
and 213 steerage passengers, was cleared and 
will probably gd up tomorrow. The Italian 
steamer Plata from Mediterranean ports was 
also cleared. It has on board nine cabin and 
376 steerage ngers. it also will in all 
probability go up tomorrow. 

The following steamers arrived this morn- 
ing and all were cleared, being found ali right 
and all well aboard: Neptune, from Jamaica; 
- . Kongfrod, from Baracoa; and Brooklyn City 
from Swansea.

JENKINS MUST EXPLAIN HIS ACTS. 


Summoned to Court to Show Authority for 
Detaining Passengers. 

New York, Sept. 13.—The evening of this 
day which started with anxiety, troubles, and 
alarming rumors of likely fights and blood- 
shed has at last concluded with everything 
calm. The passengers of the Normannia 
landed, the Pegasus safely uuder Sandy Hook 
with the naval reserve on board, no new cases 
of cholera on board the steamers nor on the 
islands, and the only present worry-of Health 
Officer Jenkins 1s his summons to appear 
before the Supreme Court in Brooklyn and 
Judge Barnard to show by what right -he de- 
tained the cabin passengers of the Normannia 
on Fire Island; by what right he, as health 
officer of the Port of New York, detained 
them when they were out of his jurisdiction 
in the State of New Jersey. on board of the 
Stonington or in the Cepheus, lying in the 
waters of Suffolk County; by what right he 
placed them on an unseadworthy vessel like 
the Stonington and sent them to sea in the 
Cepheus without proper accommodation or 
provisions and in a vessel unfit and unsafe for 
the purpose. 

Roger Shierman, the eminent constitutional 
lawyer, went down to quarantine personaily 
to serve the papers and broke in on Dr. Jen- 
kins in the midst of the medical conference 
then sitting, and which was attended by Drs.

NO MORE. IMMIGRANTS’ TICKETS, 


Trunk Lines Won’t Carry These Passengers 
as Such—Evading the Rule. 

New York, Sept. 13.—|Special.]|—The pas- 
senger committee of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion forgally decided today to sell no more 
third-cla§s tickets to immigrants for the pres- 
ent. But immigrants will still travel. and 
from the indications today there is not likely 
to be any cessation in the tide that is sweep- 
ing westward. Several of the agents got 
around the difficulty by taking immigrants to 
a barber shop for a clean shave, to a 
bath, and fitted the travelers out with 
new collars and neckties, so that they 
passed for tolerably respectable first-class 
passengers. These immigrants got through 
all right,and were gladly received by the 
Western roads without any inquiry about 
their health. It is said that some of the 
agents aliowed a rebate in money also from 
the first-class rate, but they deny that such is 
the case. : 


QUARANTINE IS A FARCE THERE, 


People Free to Come and Go on Fire Island 
Last Night. 

BABTLON, L. I., Sept. 13.—One fact is evi- 
dent, and that is that the quarantine of the 
people on Fire Island is a farce of the worst 
description. The correspondent stood there 
and watched at least a dozen boats come from 
the island to the mainland, and there land 
loads of people, who, it seemed from their 
conversation generally and from the admis- 
sion of several, had been in close communi- 
cation aud conversation with the Nor- 
mannia’s detained cabin passengers. Ex- 
Senator Otis, for instance, in his yacht, 
landed quite a cargo of ople from Fire 
Island, including Detective Sergeants McClos- 
key and Crowley ef Inspector Steers’ staff. 
A number of newspaper correspondents also 
landed, sume of them laughing and joking 
over their experiences. It is said that when 
the steamboat Ripple left for Fire Island on 
its last trip it carried about adozen Babylon- 
ians and others who were going to Fire Island 
to spend the night and come back here in the 
morning. This will give some idea of the 
quarantine farce as enacted here.

It will thus be seen that all trouble here ap- 
pears to have blown over. Definite news 
from the Bay Shore meeting has not been re- 
ceived here and it is reported that it resulted 
in a complete backdown of the baymen. 

At 11:30 p. m. a dispatch was received from 
Gov. Flower addressed to Sheriff Darling say- 
ing that the Governor preferred that the Sher- 
iff should remain at Babylon for the present 
and that the troops would also remain there 
until all danger of interference with the State 
authorities had passed. 


CAMP LOW NOT MADE READY, 


None of the Detained Passengers Yet 
Landed at Sandy Hook, 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 13.— Word re- 
ceived at the Treasury Department today by 
Secretary Foster was to the effect that in 
spite of the best efforts of the persons in 
charge of Camp Low at Sandy Hook 
the work of preparation is not yet com- 
| pleted. Consequently no passengers have yet 
been received for detention. Secretary Fos- 
ter said that the camp was now in condition 
to shelter a number of passengers, butif any 
should come ashore now the workinen would 
promptly depart, leaving the buildings unfin- 
ished, and thereby preventing the government 
from furnishing suitable shelter for all of the 
detained passengers. 

The Secretary of the Treasury was this aft- 
ernoon informed by Collector Hendricks of 
New York City that the steamship companies 
will cordially coéperate with the government 
to prevent the further shipment of immigrants 
without evasion through the second cabin.

SCIENCE WILL PROFIT. | 


“THE TRIBUNE” CORRESPONDENT 
AGAIN INOCULATED. 


Dr. Haffkine Says the World Will Gain in 
Knowledge Whether the Voluntary 
Subject Is Killed by or Survives the 
Experience with Cholera Virus—Dr. 
Roux, Who Administered the Injection, 
Is Not Sanguine of Any Good Resulting 


—Cholera Record in Europe, 
iSPECIAL CABLE.' 

Paris, Sept. 13.—As Dr. Roux has given 
negative opinions of the efficacy of cholera 
virus and the tests which Tun Trispung cor- 
respondent will make it may be interesting 
to hear Dr. Haffkine’s opinion. He says the 
tests, if made in the manner proposed by the 
correspondent, would be of immense 
scientific value. Now, it may be explained 
that the proposal made by the correspond ent 
is to live as nearly as possible in the midst of 
cholera patients; to eat with them, sleep with 
them, and submit to many other 
tests, the details of which, out of respect 
to unscientific readers, it is best to leave un- 
mentioned. It will suffice to say the idea is 
to breath continuously, even to eat cholera 
microbes; to live with those contaminated 
with cholera vaccine and digest these microbes. 
Dr. Haffkine says such a test would be an im 
mense scientific victory. One must firmly 
believe in the resisting power of virus. This 
coincides with what Pasteur had supposed. 

“Tf the correspondent dies that will prove 


something? I asked. 

Les, a great deal, but it will by no means 
prove the failure of the vaccine. It would 
show we have not discovered the right quan- 
tity of virus for an injection, and in that will 
be of great use of science.”’ 

‘** Suppose he took the pest mildly.“ 

That also would be a very valuable proof, 
and if his notes were minutely and carefully 
kept they would be highly valuable and woula 
indicate to us how far this virus inoculation 
was effective. Weconsider at present three 
days is long enough for the virus to do its 
work. That is another point which death 
would be useful in disproving.’’ 

And if the correspondent survives?“ 

„That would be a victory, a moral one, if 
the correspondent has the courage and oppor- 
tunity to carry out the tests he proposes. 

Tne TrRIBUNE’s correspondent was again 
inoculated yesterday at half-past 12. 

R. C. M. Page. a. well-known New York 
physician, was one of the most interested 
spectators of the cholera inoculation at the 
Pasteur Institute today. He said: “'To stamp 
out disease by inoculation with attenuated 
virus is an all important subject. The idea 
is not entirely new. In August, 1881, I first 
had the honor of hearing the matter discussed 
by Dr. Pasteur at the International Medical 
Congress in London. As a result of his paper 
there have been various attempts to carry out 
the idea, but it begins to look ag though Haff- 
kine would carry off the prize. He prepares 
the virus with the utmost care, in a manner 
that reduces all risks to a minimum. There 
is nothing particular about the syringe 
or the preparation of the dose to be injected 
which is not well understood by every careful 
and well-informed physician. The fact that 
Pasteur approves this method after several 
years’ observation would seem to place the 
matter beyond reasonable doubt. Altogether 
Ihave great hope of the Haffkine-Pasteur 
method and believe it will prove a great benefit 
to mankind.” 
CONFLICTING REPORTS OF CHOLERA. 
Announcements of New Cases and Deaths 

at Hamburg Do Not Agree. 

Loxpox, Sept. 13.—The Standard’s Ham- 
burg dispatch says: 

There were reported today 687 new cases of 
cholera. 209 deaths, and 346 interments. The 
exodus from Hamburg on account of the cholera 
is estimated at 28,000 persons. The City Council 
recommends that in future Hamburg’s drinking 
water be obtained from artesian wells, bored at a 
distance from the town. 

Berwin, Sept. 13.—The Moabit cholera 
lazaretto is empty today. A man who died at 
Spandau some days ago and his 2-year-old 
son, who died yesterday, were, according to a 
bacteriological examination, victims of chol- 
era. No other cases of the disease have been 
reported either at Spandau or Charlottenburg. 
Two new cases of cholera were reported in 
Wandsbeck today but none in Harburg. In 
Stettin three persons died of cholera today. 

Sr. Psrersspurc, Sept. 13.—The official 
figures for Saturday place thetotal number of 
new cholera cases throughout the empire at 
2,810 and the deaths at 1,326. Compared with 
the returns for Friday these figures show a de- 
crease of 2,444 new cases and 1,184 
deaths. Yesterday sixty-four new cases 
and twenty-seven deaths were reported in 
St. Petersburg, an increase of two new cases 
and a decrease of one death compared with 
the returns of the previous day. .Owing to the 
marked decreuse in the ravages of the epi- 
demic only weekly returns will henceforth be 
issued. 

Havreg, Sept. 13.—In this city yesterday 
there were ten new cases of cholera and thir- 
teen deaths from the disease. This is a de- 
crease of three new cases and an increase of 
five deaths compared with Sunday’s figures.

DRIVEN FROM HIS FATHERLAND. 


Herr Klein, Who Once Lived in Hamburg, 
Suffers Becwuse of It, 
iSPECIAL CABLE. | 

Berwin, Sept. 13.—Herr Klein, a native of 
Hamburg, but for two years a resident of 
Berlin, stopped in Erfurt Sunday en route to 
Southern Germany. When it was learned at 
the hotel in which he took rooms that he was 
anative of Hamburg his case was reported 
to the health authorities. They -at once 
led him off to sanitary headquarters to be 
fumigated, despite his protestations that he 
had not been in Hamburg for months. He 
refused to enter the fumigation room. but he 
was thrust in violently by the officials and 
was subjected to the full process of disin- 
fection.

ALL WELL ON THIS 


The Weimar Arrived at Baltimore with 
577 Steerage Passengers. 

Bartimore, Md., Sept. 13.— Special. ]—The 
North German Lloyd steamer Weimar arrived 
at the Capes today from Bremen with 577 
steerage and 64 cabin passengers. The gov- 
ernment quarantine officers boarded it and 
learned tbat all the baggage had been fumi- 
gated before leaving Bremen.

TO KEEP THE CHOLERA OUT,

The Revenue Cutter Audy Johnson Arrives 
in Chicago— Conference of Officials. 

The revenue cutter Andy Johnson arrived 
in Chicago harbor at 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning on orders from Washington to aid in 
preventing the landmg of vessels from Ca- 
nadian ports suspected of having cholera on 
board, No preparations have been made for 
fumigation, though the engineer said he 
would have plenty of live steam to use for 
that purpose if the ftiécessity should arise. 
Capt. Davis, the commanding officer, reported 
to Collector Clark“ for instructions while in 
the harbor. Chief Sanitary Inspector Hayt and 
Dr. Montgomery were present at the confer- 
ence, and the best means of keeping out the 
cholera were discussed. 

Capt. Davis asked how veasels could be pre- 
vented from slipping into their docks dur- 
ing thick weather at night. The question 
raised the proposition to quarantine the port 
against Canadian vessels, not with the inten- 
tion of delaying navigation, but to compel 
boats arriving between sunset and sunrise to 
hold in the offing until daylight, when they 
could be boarded by health officers. Under 
the ordinance the Commissioner of Health is 
authorized to issue a quarantine proclama- 
tion by and with the consent of the City 
Council. 

Before deciding, Dr. Reilly was consulted. 
He thought the proclamation issued by the 
State Board of Health a week ago was broad 
enough to cover the ground, and on his advice 
the posting of a local proclamation was aban- 
doned. 

The revenue cutter will remain at Chicago 
while suspected immigrants are expected, 
detail of sanitary and medical inspectors will 
be sent on board by the Health Department. 
They will have charge of thesearch for cholera 
symptoms. The cutter’s crew will furnish 
facilities for boarding incoming vessels. 

Early yesterday morning the health officers 
were hurried to the docks to meet the steamer 
Campana.

VaLparaiso, Sept. 13.— Elections were held 
in various parts of South Chile yesterday. At 
San Carlos a number ot armed Liberals at- 
tacked a crowd of Conservatives and in the 
tight the brother of the parish priest was 
killed and several others were wounded. The 
Liberals say that the subcura celebrated mass 
in honor of the hoped-for election of the 
church candidate and that the priests 
interfered in toe election.

BIRTH OF A GERMAN PRINCESS, 


Seventh Child of the Reigning House Born 
—On the Army Bill.

Berwin, Sept. 13.—The birth of a Princess 
to the Emperor and Empress a little before 
dawn this morning has somewhat diverted 
public attention from the cholera and from 
other matters of grave interest.

RUN ON THE BIRKBECK BANK, 


Depositors Continue to Take Out Their 
Money—Must Sell Securities, 

Lonvon, Sept. 13.—The. crowd of panic- 
stricken depositors who were unable to with- 
draw their money from the Birkbeck Bank 
yesterday began to get there at 5o’clock this 
morning, before the bank doors opened. When 
the doors were opened at 10 o’clock, the usual 
hour, two long lines had been formed, and the 
police compelled those in the lines 
to keep their places. As soon 
as the bank opened the payments 
commenced. Although there is no question 
that the bank is perfectly solvent and able to 
meet any claims made upon it. it will be 


forced to realize upon more of its securities if 


the run does not abate. As stated, the bank 
yesterday sold £500,000 in consols at 965 and 
the sale depressed all government securities. 
At the Stock Exchange yesterday consols 
opened at 96 11-16 and closed at 96%, 
showing a rally towards the end. 
If the bank is compelled to make further 
forced sales of securities it will suffer heavily. 
Although the directors promised at the open- 
ing of the bank today to continue payments 
until midnight, the bank closed at 4 o’clock, 
its usual hour. Atthe time the bank closed 
a placard was put out reading: Open from 
10 till 4.“ The officials of the bank allege 
that they are receiving proofs of returning 
confidence. Some of the customers who 
withdrew their money deposited it again. 


COTTON SPINNERS’ WAGES DOWN. 


The Masters’ Federation Decides Upon a 
Reduction—Depression the Cause. 

Lonpon, Sept. 13.— The Master Cotton Spin- 
ners’ Federation of Great Britain has decided 
to reduce the wages of employés 5 per cent 
on account of the depression in trade.

Tue Republicans have elected their State

in fourteen of the sixteen counties of the 
State.- It is difficult to see what more could 
be asked of the Kepublicans of Maine. They 
have not given as large a majority as in 1884 
when Blaine was running, or as in 1888 when 
they. went to the polls in September to enter 
their protest agaiast a Democratic Presiden- 
tial administration. but they have taken about 
all the offices on the board and have proved 
that two months hence the Electoral vote of 
Maine will be given to Harrison and Reid by 
an ample majority. 


Hap Ald. Tripp, who called up the ordi- 
nance providing for the sprinkling, cleaning. 
and repairing of the streets of the First Ward 
by special assessment, more fully explained 
that measure it would have been passed by the 
Council Monday evening. The ordinance is 
in thé nature of an experiment. There is hard- 
ly an owner of property in the First Ward 
who would object to it. Coughlin, the Alder- 
man who opposed the ordinance, is not an 
owner vf property in the ward. He does not 
represent the property-owners. He merely 
represents the toughs who do not pay special 


or other taxes. Coughlin has not the remot- 


est notion of the scope or intention of the or- 
dinance. It is ridiculous to vote against it 
because he saidso. The vote on the ordi- 
nance ought to be reconsidered next Monday 
evening, when it should be passed, Coughlin

On the other hand, the Republicans assert 
that but for this incidental protection given 
by revenue duties on competing goods the 
established manufactures of the country 
would be destroyed or crippled —that most of 
them would be closed until, after a long and 
desperate struggle, those now working in 
them had been compelled by. want to ac- 
cept the lower wages which would be all their 
employers could afford to give them. They 
claim also that if the duties were taken off 
competing goods the incidental consequence 
would be to take a portion of the income of 
the workingmen from them to aid foreign en- 
terprises and build up foreign private 
fortunes. 


Tun Mayor has called the attention of the 
Council to the necessity of adopting at once 
some plan for the removal of stable manure. 
He says “ It has been suggested that the city 
should bale all manure and prepare 
it for shipment. This suggestion seems 


the most sanitary of any yet offered.“ 


The first reports about the baling of 
stable manure in Brooklyn were very favor- 
able; the later ones were not so much so. 
It is stated that the process of baling 
manure causes it to heat and evaporate 
its ammonia, of which its commercial value 
consists, and thus makes it difficult to sell it. If 
this be true then the simplest and best plan of 
getting rid of the stuff is to burn it. The crema- 
tories will swallow up any amount of it as fast 
as it can be pitched into them. The Health 
Department should investigate this subject 
and see if any better and more economic use 
can be made of this kind of refuse. If so, then 
the burning of it can be stopped; if not, it can 
de continued. The immediate duty of the 
authorities is to see that the crematories are 
built and all fermenting, organic matter is 
sent to them to be converted into ashes. When 
it has assumed that form it ceases to be harm- 
ful or annoying. . So Jet us have the crema- 


- tories at once, even if it does not suit the in- 


terests of their high mightinesses, the garbage 
Contractors. 


Tue City Council is not an ideal body by 
any manner of means, but it is much better 
than the general public esf¥mate of it. That 
was proved by its action on the Powers Gar- 
field Park gambling and racing ordinance 
Monday night. The Council is amenable to 
public opinion. What the people want it to 


| expressed themselves strongly about the Gar- 


field Park gamblers’ track, however, and it is 
now a thing of the past through the action of 
the Mayor, sustained by a two-to-one vote of 
the Council. The Aldermen are to be con- 
gratulated ; so are the people. The Mayor has 
acted firmly and well. The Garfield Park 
business, as it was conducted, was a blot on the 
reputation of Chicago. It was a robbers’ 
roost as well as a gamblers’ stamping ground. 
It was the resort of thieves and pimps. It 
depreciated neighboring property. Its spon- 
sors and a large proportion of its patrons be- 
long to the lawless. Its evil career is ended. 
It cannot be revived during the life of the 
present administration, nor as long as public 
opinion, properly directed, is properly repre- 
sented as it was in the Council Monday even- 
ing. The views of the honest masses were 
properly voiced on that occasion by Ald. 
Swift, Noble, Kent, and O’Neill, and by the 
vote of the thirty-eight other Aldermen who 
acted with them in the critical division. The 
people soon will begin to appreciate the 
Council and a majority of its members more 
highly than has been the custom in the past. 
THE CRUEL OUTRAGE AT NEW YORK 
QUARANTINE. 
The Babylonian and Islipian clam-diggers 


ot Fire Island have shown themselves cow- 


ardly and cruel in their treatment of the 
women and children on board the Cepheus to 
a degree which is not even exceeded by the 
natural instincts of fear. In their refusal to 
allow them to land, backed up by the injune 

tion of Judge Barnard, who appears to have 
been well nigh as cruel and cowardly as them- 
seives to issue an injunction at such a time 
and under suchcircumstances, they have shown 
themselves destitute of the ordinary feelings 
of humanity. In their insane excitement 
they are willing that hundreds of women and 
children shall be exposed to sickness or death 
for lack of proper food and shelter, and by 
mental anxiety of the keenest kind, rather 
than that their fears of what is absolutely im- 
probable should be realized. Backed by an 
injunction and assembling in the form of au 
armed mob, these craven-hearted victims of 
entirely imaginary fear were deaf to every ap- 
pealand to every assurance from competent 
authorities that they were in no danger, and 
threatened any one who should attempt to 
land with violence, though that part of the 
island is the property of the State. 

These panic-stricken clam-diggers will re- 
ceive their punishment in future at the hands 
of public sentiment for this inhuman treat- 
ment of heipless, suffering women and chil- 
dren. As Senator McPherson warned them, 
they have brought everlasting disgrace upon 
their names. No mention of Fire Island in 
future will fail to recall the memory of this 
shameful inhumanity and. disgusting coward- 
ice. But the Fire-Islanders are not alone to 
blame in this matter. The health authorities 
have been defelict. The State authurities 
have not done their duty. The City of New 
York must share the responsibility. The pas- 
sengers on board the Rugia, in their letters to 
Dr. Jenkins, the Health Officer, state the case 
not abit too forcibly or severely when they 
say: 

While we believe that many of the stringent 
measures in Quarantine have been taken for the 
benefit of the population of the City of New York 
we also believe that the City of New York should 
consider our safety, should secure for us sume 
place of safety where the accommodations are 
commensurate with such as we are accustgined to, 
and that the mere question of expense to the City 
of New York should notcut any tigure at all in 
view of the distressing circumstances, 

If this inactivity on the part of the Health 
Board and its representatives is permitted to con- 
tinue, and the disease on board the Rugia to 
spread as a consequence, we cannot but believe 
that enlightened public sentiment will place the 
blame where it belongs and hold you and your 
subordinates responsible for a calamity which in 
the present stage seems inevitable. 

The sentiments expressed by the cabin 
passengers of the Rugia apply equally as 
strictures upon the situation of the cabin 
passengers of the Normannia and the other 
quarantined steamers. The disease on these 
vessels is confined to the steerage. Ihe cabin 
passengers are and have been free from the 
cholera. Hence there should have been at 
once a separation of the well and the sick in- 
stead of keeping them together for nearly two 
weeks in quarantine. The cabin passengers 
have made no demand to be landed at the 
docks in New York City. Even the women 
on board the Rugia in their appeal for isola- 
t:on say: 

Must our little ones and ourselves be kept im- 
prisoned face to face with the plague until the 
deadly virus shall inyade every portion of the 
ship? 

We submit without a nurmur to the abridge- 
ment of our usual liberties because the public 
good demands it, but we demand from the public 
authorities immediate relief by isolating us and 
our children from this needless contact with our 
unfortunate fellow-passengers in the steerage. 

In the name of humanity and civilization—-in 
the name of God—we demand immediate succor. 
We ask for just that measure of heip that any 
considerate father and husband would provide 
for his own imperiled family. 

This should have been done long ago, not 
alone out of considerations of humanity to- 
wards those on board, but as an additional safe- 
guard against the spread of the disease. But 
it has not been done. In its place we have 
been treated to the spectacle of the Tammany 
appointed Health Officer publicly defying the 
quarantine proclamation of the President, 
and the people of Fire Island gathering. in 
mobs to defy the authority of the State of 
New York. As theresult, a brutal outrage has 
been inflicted upon helpless women and chil- 
dren. The neglect has been inexcusable. 
These cabin passengers had the right to de- 
mand they shouid be placed out of danger, 
instead of being kept day after day in alarim- 
ing proximity to the disease and made to suf- 
fer the utmost physical discomfort and men- 
tal anxiety. It is gratifying to note that the 
latest dispatches bring the news that the in‘ 
junction has been vacated by the Supreme 
Court of Kings County, that Gov. Flower 
has ordered three regiments to Fire Island to 
take possession of the State property, and that 
the Cephus has landed its passengers.

ELLERT ET AL. 

Ald. Peter J. Ellert of the Sixteenth Ward 
constituted himself the attorney of the Gar- 
field Park gamblers in the Council Monday 
evening. Mr. Ellert’s ordinary clients are not 
numerous probably. He evinced an extraor- 
dinary anxiety to become the advocate of the 
wealthy sharps and blacklegs who conduct 
“racing associations,“ not for their health but 
for profit. The Sixteenth Ward rerresenta- 
tive (?) wants to be an investigator. Did he 
investigate the feelings of the Garfield Park 
gamblers towards himself before he set up as 
their special attorney in the Council? The 
fellow’s dislike of Mayor Washburne is easily 
explained. Once upon a time Ellert was a 
candidate before the people for the office of 
City Attorney. Mr. Washburne was the op- 
posing candidate. Ellert was not elected, 
though his associates on the ticket were. He 
apparently has not forgotten his beating nor 
the man who beat him. Hence perhaps his 
desire for an investigation in order to embar- 
rass the administration of Mayor Washburne. 

Ellert’s resolutions were intended to please 
the blacklegs. His harangue in support of 
them was a studied effort to unite those of 
anarchistic tendencies with the gamblers and 
their following—to weld together the lawlessly 
disposed of every class against the police. It 
was a disreputable attempt to form a coali- 
tion between the disciples of Herr Most and 
of George Hankins” against the guardians of 
the peace whom they hate but also fear. But

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thanks to the good sense, and let us say also 
the patriotism, of a majority of the Council, 
Ellert’s vicious appeal to smirch the police 
failed ignominiously.

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL ROBBERS. 

A forcible pen picture of the situation in the 
transcontinental railroad controversy was 
presented in Tus Trisune of Wednesday. 
It was only an outline sketch, but it told a 
story which exposes the inaster mind of the 
conspiracy long since formed against the 
American people by the men who manage 
the Southern Pacific. An official of the 
Canadian Pacific states his reasons for 
determining to withdraw from the cut-throat 
association. It is that the Southern Pacific, 
which has raised the hue and cry about unfair- 
uess, has been systematically violating the 
Inter-State Commerce law of the United 
States. Merchandise imported from foreign 
countries has been carried by it between 
New Orleans and Pacific coast points 
at rates which in many cases were less than 
half what it charged for carrying like com- 
modities similar distances for domestic manu- 
facturers and shippers. Merchants in British 
Columbia avail themselves of those through 
rates, and the Canadian Pacific has been com- 
pelled to meet them in connection with this 
particular traffic, thus discriminating against 
Canadian manufacturers and shippers in the 
same way that the Southernand Union Pacific 
companies have discriminated against those 
in the United States, and the arbitrary rates 
that would be fixed by American connecting 
lines would prevent any measure of relief 
from being afforded to men doing business in 
the Southern, Southeastern, and Central 
States unless the Southern Pacific is com- 
pelled to cease violating the law. 

This is a flat-footed statement, but it must 
be read between the lines by those who wish 
to understand rightly the nature of the terri- 
ble wrong that is inflicted by the roads which 
compose the Transcontinental Association. 
The truth is that these lines have combined to 
charge exorbitant rates wherever the traffic 
would bear it, to bleed the public, and com- 
pel patrons of the roads to contribute divi- 
dends on three times the capital really invest- 
ed in the properties. So the real grievance is 
not that they charge certain through shippers 
too little, but that they have all along exacted 
from those in the interior twice or thrice 
as much as the service is worth, the 
same being determined by reference to 
operating expenses and a fair return 
on the actual investment of capital. 
Their extortions have been sufficiently great 
to enable the controlling spirits to pay them- 
selves dividends on vast amounts of water in 
the stock, and in addition to that royal sub- 
sidies to carriers who otherwise might have 
coinpeted with them so closely as to force a 
partial abandonment of the robber tariff im- 
posed on everybody who was so unfortunate 
as to be at their mercy. ! ; 

This is what the vulture managers of the 
Southern Pacific road resolved on and carried 
out to the uttermost. They not only had the 
public by the throat but also compelled the 
other lines in the combination to pay them 
tribute, since. it is notorious that the 
Pacific Mail line of vessels is owned 
by them, and is believed by well-in- 
formed men to have been started for 
the express purpose of levying toll upon the 
other pacties to their nefarious arrangement. 
It should be about time for this robber busi- 
ness to stop, and if the Ainerican people can- 
not summon sufficient forces to fight it down 
for themselves they may rejoice at the pros- 
pect that foreign competition will bring the 
scoundrels to terins. It needs not to credit 
the management of the Canadian Pacific with 
unseltish motives any more than with sincer- 
ity of statement. But it has done a public 
good in protesting against the enormity of the 
methods pursued by the Southern Pacific, and 
it is reasonable to hope that its exposure of 
the facts in the case will be the means of awak- 
ening the American people to a sense of the 
wrong. If they could once be made to under- 
stand it in all its villainy they would soon de- 
mand a wiping out of the iniquity, and do so 
with a unanimity that could not be disregard- 
ed by Congress. 


THE HEARTBROKEN “ SUN.“ 

The New York Sun is sgain in a distracted 
state of mind over the World’s Fair and the 
possibility which it raises on it own account 
that the Fair may have to be postponed next 
year owing to the ravages of cholera in Ham- 
burg, Europe, this fall. It laments the out- 
look and grieves sorely because the govern- 
ment cannot permit ship loads of goods to 
be sent here from the infected countries of 
Europe for the Columbian Exposition“; 
because we cannot invite people from these 
„countries to come to the Exposition“; and 
because we cannot suppose that Chicago 
„would desire to receive from them eicher ex- 
** hibits or visitors, even if our own country 
„should happily be saved from the inroads of 
„the Asiatic cholera.”’ 

Thus our deeply sympathetic contemporary 
gves on deploring the possible postponement 
of the Fair through a half column. The very 
thought of this postponement wrenches the 
heart of this conspicious friend and advocate 
of the Fair in Chicago. No crocodile ever 
shed more copious tears down its scaly face. 
Niobe herself never did such weeping. Rachel 
was not more obstinate in refusing to be com- 
forted. If Dr. Dana could do anything to 
ward off this unpleasant contingency he 
would hasten (not) to do it. 

But Dr. Dana should not mourn as one 
without hope or comfort. There is a silver 
lining to the cholera cloud. The pest will 
soon bea thing of the past in Hamburg. 

There is no danger of having it here if the 
New York people do their duty in shutting it 
out of their port. Even if the germs should 
linger through the winter there will only be 
sporadic cases here and there in Europe 
next spring, and by summer there will 
not be a case of it west of its breeding grounds 
in Eastern Asia. Seven or eight years ago

Italy, France, and Spain had bad attacks of 


cholera in one or two places in each nation; 
but it disappeared, and the next season there 
was none. So it will be in Europe next year. 
There will be no cholera there, nor in this 
country. 

The sky is all clear, therefore, Doctor, and 
the Fair will be held on time, according to 
program. Cheer up and hoist your heart out 
of your boots. If the Fair had been held 
this year, a3 was at first contemplated, it 
would have been a serious situation. But 
Chicago is always lucky and escaped this con- 
tingency. Dr. Dana, therefore, can dismiss 
his fears. The Fair will beheld. The Doctor 
will come and ten to one he will be found dis- 
puting with the Big Miami scrimp for a place 
on the front bench.

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BURN THE GARBAGE. 

The Mayor in his message to the Council 
makes a strong plea for the cleaning up of the 
city and the removal of the garbage from the 
streets and alleys, but unfortunately he does 
not recommend destroying it by fire, which is 
the only effectual and proper way for its dis- 
posal. In this respect, therefore, the message 
is a good deal like the play of Hamlet if 
Hamlet were left out. It would have been 
better had he notified the Council that the city 
must go into the garbage aud filth: burning 
business at once and on a large scale, and he 
could have done so with good grace because 
the Council itself last July gave the order for 
the use of crematories. And yet, what has 
been done? Nearly two months have passed 
and there is but one crematory in operation, 
started but a few days ago. It is consuming 
about sixty tons aday, but there are a thou- 
sand tons a day which should be burned to 
purify the city, 

The efficient report of the Sanitary Inspec- 
tor shows that during the last five days 305 
tons of garbage have been reduced to innocu- 
ous,ashes in the Heavey crematory, or an 
average of sixty-one tons a day. If the six 
crematories called for were in operation they 
would burn at thio rate 2,196 tons per week. 
And this is what should be done, only it should 
be twice as much per week. 

ATmnoxx reporter, who accompanied the 
Assistant Health Commissioner, has de- 
scribed the fearfully filthy condition of the 
First Ward. It is a disgrace to a city which 
claims to be decent and civilized. It would 
be a disgrace to a hog pen. But of what use 
is it to clean up the First Ward, or any other 
Ward, if the garbage is merely to be removed 
from one place to another and deposited in 
great heaps in various parte of the city, where 
the process of decomposition is far more 
offensive than it would be in thin layers else- 

where. 

The only safe and proper way is to dispose of 
the filth by fire, and that in the incipient 
stages of decomposition. The operation of the 
Heavey crematory during the last week has 
shown that this can easily be done and that 
the garbage can at once be absolutely de- 
stroyed, no matter what it may be. Every- 
thing is reduced to harmless ashes. 

Then why are not half a dozen more cremato- 
ries erected and put into operation at once, not 
only for the destruction of the filth fand refuse 
but for use in burning up contagious stuff of 
ail kinds in case the cholera should reach the 
city? The Council should attend to this mat- 
ter at once, and possibly it would have liked 
it better had the Mayor urged it todoso, It 
may be that he is saving the suggestion fora 
second special message, Ifthis be the case, 
the sooner he sends it in to the Council the 
better. What is needed isa peremptory or- 
dinance from the Council to carry out the 
sanitary provisions recommended by the 
Mayor. 

The people ofthis city want the filth de- 
stroyed by fire. They want their crematories 
erected at once and set to work on their mis- 
sion of health and cleanliness. Thereeis no 
excuse for delaying it any longer. It is the 
most important question which confronts the 
City of Chicago, both with reference to the 
sanitary requirements of the present and the 
conditions of the city for next year. Let the 
Council give the order in such a manner and 
with such emphasis that it cannot be disre- 
garded. If it will go at the work of cleaning 
out the filth of the city and destroying it by 
fire as vigorously as it did in cleaning out the 
Garfield Park hell hole there will boon be an 
end of it, It has earned one well done, 
good and faithful servant, now let it earn 
another. 


ALTGELD'S JOLIE 

Mr. Altgeld made his first regular speech of 
the campaign yesterday at Joliet, and gave the 
Republicans an opportunity to learn the 
grouncs on which he intends asking the peo- 
ple to make him Governor. 

More than half of his speech was devoted to 
questions which are purely of State interest. 
He falsely charged that the various State in- 
stitutions had been run for political purposes 
to their detriment, being converted into a 
grand machine for the benefit of the Repub- 
licans and Gov. Fifer’s political advancement ; 
and that the Penitentiary Commissioners, his 
appointees, had disregarded the will of the 
people on the subject of convict labor at 
Joliet. The tissue of misrepresentations 
woven by him will be torn to shreds when 
Gov. Fifer knows what he has to reply to. 

After claiming for the Democracy the credit 
of all laws passed by the last General Assem- 
bly for the benefit of labor, because they were 
passed by a Democratic House, concealing 
the fact that they were also passed by a Re- 
publican Senate and signed by a Republican 
Governor, he went on to speak of the Ed- 
wards School law. He affected to doubt the 
sincerity of the pledge given by the Repub- 
licans that they would repeal it, and endeav- 
ored to make his hearers believe that the only 
safe and sure way to get rid of the law would 
be to vote for him and the Democrats. Gov. 
Fifer will make short work of his charges of 
insincerity and bad faith. 

Then Mr. Altgeld proceeded to dwell on the 
fact that there are certain individuals, with a 
narrow creed, who cali themselves 
United Order of Deputios.“ He claimed that 
one of the candidates on the Republican State 
ticket was a member of that organization, 
and that it was fighting the battle of the Re- 
publican party. This attempt to raise the 
Knownothing cry will fall as flat as on pre7i- 
ous occasions, 

Finally, Mr. Altgeld got to the tariff, and 
made substantially his Elgin speech, He 
claimed that the whole of the duty on im- 
ported goods was paid by the consumer, and 
denied, in the face of facts, that domestic 
competition forced down prices below the pro- 
tection wall—often far below it. He also as- 
sured his hearers that a home market was of 
no special value to them, though 1t buys and 
consumes over 90 per cent of the total produc- 
tions of the United States. He told the workmen 
in the Joliet steel mills that their wages were 
not influenced one way or the other by pro- 
tection, which is a ridiculous assertion. He was 
not honest enough to tell these workingmen 
that it is the intention of the Democrats to 
abolish utterly the present duties on competi- 
tive European goods. He spoke simply of 
„ reducing the tariff, and said that if some 
moderate duty was imposed to supply reve- 
nue heavy importations would begin and the 
government would collect many times as 
much as it now collects.“ Is not that an un- 
safe and destructive policy to adopt? Heavy 
importations of European manufactures siin- 
ply mean shutting up American factories and 


„the 


mills and knocking down home wages; and 


what does the government want with many 
times more revenue than it now collects ? 
Is it to furnish money for Democratic office- 
holders to squander? 

Altgeld catefully concealed from his hearers 
that the duties under the new Democratic 
system would be imposed only on tea, coffee, 
sugar, and spices, and similar non- com petitive 
goods, and that there would be no duties, 
moderate or high, on competitive goods, be- 
cause the Democratic platform condemns ail 
such as unconstitutional. 

Gov. Fifer should not allow his antagonist 
to dodge the question in that way. He should 
force him to stop talking about the tariff of 
1846, with moderate protective duties—which 
the Democratic platform now declares was 
unconstitutional—and make him explain the 
Democratic creed of today, which is no duties 
whatever on the iron and steel made at Joliet, 
or any other manufactures, and no protection 
whatever for the men who make them. 


REFORM THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT STS. 
TEM. 

Just before its adjournment the Council 
took up the question of the improvement of 
the special assessment system in this city, and 
appointed a committee to investigate and find 
out how evils which have grown up gradually 
and have become serious can be done away 
with, While the Aldermen were enjoying 
their vacation the Mayor devoted much of his 
time to the same subject, and collected a mass 
of information which was laid before the 
Council Monday night. 

The Mayor was able to ascertain the manner 
in which public improvements, such as sewer 
construction and street paving, are carried on 
under the special, assessment system in St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Indianapolis, and New 
York, and he reports that the methods in 
vogue in those places are superior to those in 
use here. Elsewhere the worthless rebate sys- 
tem is done away with. He found also that 
the cost of service in Chicago exceeds that in 
other cities, while the work done as a rule is 
less efficient. In this case, however, the rem- 
edy ought to be applied by the Mayor and the 
Commissioner of Public Works rather than by 
the Council. 

The recommendation of the Mayor is that 
Chicago should borrow some of the features 
of the St. Louis style of doing business and 
that it should adopt the Indianapolis method 
of raising the money to pay the contractors 
by issuing public improvement bonds, which 
are redeemed with the proceeds of, special as- 
sessmepts, the payment of which is distrib- 
uted over several years. 

When he comes to deal with street-cleaning 
in Chicago he condemns justly the erudity 
and inefficiency of the Chicago system.“ He 
says they manage much better in Philadel- 
phia and St. Louis, where the work is paid for 
by general taxation, and in Indianapolis, 
where it is done by special assessment. . If 
the Council is wise it will adopt the latter plan 
for Chicago. It should do so not merely be- 
cause it is probably the cheapest, but because 
it is unquestionably the most effective. When 
a property-owner pays a specified sum per 
year—$2.50, or even less—with the definite un- 
derstanding that in return for that payment 
the street in front of his premises is to 
be kept clean he will .gppoint himself a 
committee of one to sée that he gets his 
money’s worth. He will see to it that neither 
a city officer nor a contractor shirks his 
work. Hence a hundred thousand property- 
owners will keep their eyes open to see that 
their street-cleaning taxes are properly ex- 
pended. At present a man pays his taxes, 
knowing that an indefinite, uncertain amount 
of them will be used for street cleaning, but 
with no understanding that any cleaning is to 
be done on his street. When he pays a specific 
tax for a specific purpose he wakes up and 
takes an interest. as it appears from the 
Mayor’s message that street-sprinkling by 
special assessment has worked well in St. 
Louis, Indianapolis, and Minneapolis, it 
should be tried here. But the street-cleaning 
must be attended to first. 

While the Mayor has much to say of decided 
value and interest regarding the cleaning of 
the streets and the cost of the removal of 
garbage, etc., he has nothing to say as to the 
disposition which should be made of the stuff 
after t has been shoveled into awagon. It 
may be that he thought his message was 
already of sufficient length and that he 
deemed this point of enough value to be 
treated of by itself. The obvious thing to do 
with it is to consume it with fires 
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A PLEA FOR ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY. 

There was one passage in the Mayor’s mes- 
sage of Monday night which should be print- 
ed in the biggest capital letters so that the 
Aldermen may not fail to see it. That is, In 
Chicago it costs entirely too much to boss the 
jobs. That has been the case for a long time 
and it grows worse every year. Three men 
are hired to do the work which two should at- 
tend to and they are paid wages which would 
be enough for four mer. 

The intrusion of spoils politics into munici- 
pal affairs is largely responsible for this. The 
local bosses of each party want to make place 
for as many retainers as possible and to give 
them big wages. But the Council cannot es- 
cape its share of the blame. No salaries can 
be raised and no new places created without 
its approval. It can apply the pruning-knife 
every spring when passing on the appropria- 
tions if it sees fit, but it never sees fit, for the 
Aldermen know the sweets of patronage. The 
pay-rolls are stuffed with the names of their 
friends and retainers, for whom they try every 
year to get higher wages. Soit is not likely 
that the Aldermen will go in for that kind of 
reform which is summed up in “ more work 
and less pay for city employés.”’ 

The Mayor has given the Aldermen a chance 
to take a step in the right direction. He says: 

There are connected with the Health Depart- 
ment thirty-nine sanitary officers and thirty-nine 
tenement house inspectors, besides ten police- 
men detailed for special duty under the depart- 
ment. With a few exceptions everything that is 
done by these seventy-eight officials could be 
done better by the police force as part of their or- 
dinary duties if proper provision were made in 
the ordinances for such an arrangement. Police 
might be furnished with blanks on which they 
could make with very little trouble reports of un- 
clean alleys, broken garbage boxes, lack of gar- 
bage boxes, manure heaps, or any other nuisance 
that might exist on their respective posts. Ex- 
cept in the congested districts the police could 
examine factories and tenement honses just as 
well as the official inspectors do. This plan has 
been put in force during the last few days as a 
temporary measure of precaution against the 
threatened cholera epidemic, and so thoroughly 
and excellently has it been enforced that I am 
convinced that if it could be permanently adopted 
it would save the city some $75,000 a year, as well 
as insure much more efficient service. 

This is a proposition to chop off seventy- 
eight deadheads, save seventy-eight salaries, 
aggregating $75,000, and yet get more efficient 
service. Unhappily, nearly every one of the 
se venty-eight supernumeraries is the appointee 
of an Alderman and is a henchman in the 


ward. Therefore, this part of the message 


will be referred to a committee, and there 
it will sleep the sleep that knows no waking. 


To take $75,000 which sv~ports seventy-eight 


ward-workers and use it for really public pur- 
poses, such as cleaning filthy streets and 
alleys, would be an innovation to which the 
average Alderman never would give his con- 
sent. And yet the money comes from the tax- 
payers and ought to be expended for the tax- 


payers. : 
Tus Trisune published yesterday the first 
dispatch from its Paris correspondent, who 


, 


has allowed himself to be inoculated with 


Pasteur’s anti-cholera virus. He was made to 
say in his report that his temperature at the 
time of the inoculation was 37° Fahrenheit, 
but fell speedily to 36.4» Fahrenheit.

The difference between them is that in the 
former the boilmg point is 212 and the freez- 
ing point w 82, there being 180° between 
them. In the latter 100 is the boiling point 
and zero the freezing point. Therefore to 
convert Centigrade into Fahrenheit tem- 
peratures all that is necessary is to multiply 
the former by 180 and divide by 100 and add 
32, or multiply by 9, divide by 5, and add 32.

The Repub- 
lican party brought forward Abraham 
Lincoln in 1860 and placed him on 
a platform decluring for protection and human 
liberty. It is a matter of history that since the 
Republican party found itself in tbe majority all 
the great measures of legislation placed on the 
statute books have been originated by this party. 
If evil has fallen on this nation for any of this 
legislation the Republican party takes the re- 
sponsibility. The Democratic party has not 
favored any legislation of any importance, 

Gen. Raum ran back to the Buchanan ad- 
ministration and pictured the condition of 
affairs when Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated 
and recited some of the events of the first 
Republican administration. Then he con- 


tinued : 

We have before us this year some impor- 
tant questions. Ihe Democratic party has 
been 1 — in getting up platforms. They 
are unequaled. They never fail to claim a 
great many things.“ 

Mr. Raum discussed foreign» policies to 
some extent, and gave the Cleveland foreign 
policy quite a rub and then turned to the 
tariff question: 

The Tariff Question. 


There are three great economic questions for us 
to consider. They are forced upon the attention 
of the people. Here is the tariff—the discussion 
of the rate of duties. Then there is reciprocity, 
and third the great 138 of good money. The 
government must have money. It must come 
througb laws that levy taxes upon something. 
The Republican party holds that we shall levy 
taxes upon imported articles that come in com- 
petition with articles manufactured here and ad- 
mit free articles that do not come in competition 
and are not manufactured in the United States. 

The Democratic idea is to levy a tariff for rev- 
enue and nothing else and the Democrats say that 
every other form of tariff tax is unconstitutional. 
Since 1861 we have had tariff laws and every legal 
aspect of these laws has been passed upon by the 
Supreme Court of the United States and declared 
constitutional, but that doesn’t suit the Demo- 
crats. They will not accept the decision of the 
Supreme Court unless it is on their side. 

The theory of the tariff and the doctrine of the 
Republican party is that a protective tariff will 
stimulate the manufacturing enterprises.’ Dar- 
ing the continuation of these tariff laws the pov- 
ulation has increased from 31,000.000 to 65,000,000, 
and the wealth from $14,000,000,000 to $60,000,- 


The General produced some statistics show- 
ing how industries that were protected had 
flourished under the tariff laws. Then he said; 

Weare producing today at a rate of $8,000,000,000 
a year of manufactured articles—almost twice as 
much as Great Britain. This is t“ e direct result 
of our protective system. Cannot men’s minds 
be turned from a theory when all the evidence is 
that it is wrong? The Democratic mind is that 
a tariff is a tax, and you cannot convince them to 
the contrary. The Democrats claim all tbis pros- 
perity has come in spite of the tariff. 

Plate-Glass and Tinu. 

Here is a little badge made of Indiana plate 
glass and tin—Harrison on one side and Reid on 
the other. There was no plate glass manufact- 
ured in this country until a few years ago. A 


tariff was put on this article of commerce, and 


what was the result? Glass factories sprung up 
and the result is that we get plate glass for half 
as much as we did before the tariff was placed on 
glass. 

Four years ago we did not make a single sheet 
of tinplate. I told an audience in the soutbern 

art of the State in 1888 in a speech that I was in 
avor of a tariff on tinplate. After the law was 
passed I held up a tin cup before almost the same 
audience. The cup was made of American tin. 
We have today forty-two establishments inter- 
ested in the manufacture of tinplate, and 
twenty-six of them are in full blast. 
Yet tho Democratic party doesn’t believe 
we will make any tinplate. We will continue to 
make it and we will sell it cheaper than they do 
in Wales. When you levy a duty on an imported 
article, if the raw material is here, the people will 
take it up. If anv man will go to the great hard- 
ware houses. what proportion of the stock has 
been imported? ‘He will say not 5 per cent of this 
stock. he Republican party has proceeded on 
the basis that we occupy the 22 division of 
the earth's surface. It proceeds upon the proposi- 
tion that itisthe duty of the people to develop 
the resources of this country. The Republican 
party says we are in favor of Americans against 
the world. 

The Democrats say they will repeal the McKin- 
ley tariff law. There is such a bill in Congress 
now. They haven't the capacity to prepare a 
tariff law that will meet the approbation of their 
own people. We have better wages than any 
65,000,000 of people get under the canopy of the 
sky. Do you want such a change as the Demo- 
crate offer you? 

The Democrats also want to change our system 
of circulating bank notes. Does any one re- 
member the kind of money we had prior to the 
war? The Democratic party wants to go back to 
the old State banking system and give you wild- 
cat money. 

Answers Adlai’s Statement. 


Gen. Raum took up Mr. Stevenson’s Bloom- 
ington speech in which the latter spoke of a 
deficiency in the Treasury. and said Cleveland 
left $100,000,000 there. Gen. Raum said: 

It is true that there was a surplus during Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. Was it not the duty 
of the Democratic party Nr for a reduc- 
tion? Mr. Mills got up a bill, and the result was 
that the Democrats could not agree among them- 
selves, and the task of making a reduction fell to 
the Republicans. The Republicans took $56,000,- 
000 off sugar ana tobacco, and the Democrats are 
not happy. In the first fifteen months ef the 
Harrison administration the people saved $57.000,- 
000. Mr. Stevenson said the McKinley bill has 
put this country in a position that it is likely to 
become bankrupt. Did the last Congress take 
any steps to repeal the law? 

George W. Prince said: 

Our Democratic frieuds want control of this 
great State. When Gov. Bissell was electea we 
were handed over as a heritage $13,000,000 of 
indebtedness. Since that time that debt has been 
paid and every great charitable institution has 
been built. Gov. Palmer declared that there was 
a tax of 53 cents. Gov. Fifer was elected 
and the taxes were cut down to 
33 cents. In 1890 the Democrats 
said the Republicans were not able to run the 
affairs of the State. Mr. Wilson said he would 
turn the interest on the public funds over to the 
State. The Treasury was turned over to him and 
a soldier walked out. What did. they find? 
Every cent was there. The charge was untrue, 
but what about the promise? Last night the in- 
terest had not been turned over and I don’t be- 
lieve it has been today. Charges were made 
against the charitable institutions. A commit- 
tee with a Democratic majority reported that the 
charges were untrue and the institutions were 
economically run. Yet Mr. Altgeld is saying 
these institutions are mismanaged and a Demo- 
cratic House approved a report saying these 
char ges were untrue.

THE PLURALITY OVER 12,000, 


Returns Indicate Republicans Swept Maine 
—What Foster Thinks. 

Portianp, Me., Sept. 13.—One hundred 
and seventy-seven towns give Cleaves (Rep) 
40,433; Johnson (Dem.), 33,135; Hussey 
(Pro.). 949; scattering, 928. In 1890 the same 
towns gave Burleigh 37,908; Thomson, 25,369 ; 
Clark, 1,540; scattering, 773, a Republean 
plurality of 7,308, against 12,279 in 1890. If 
the vote to hear from comes in at the same 
ratio the Republican plurality will be 10,000. 
This is the lightest vote in the Presidential 
year since 1872. In 1888 the Governor’s vote 
stood : Republican, 79,401; Democratic, 61,348 ; 
Prohibition, 3,109; Labor, 1,526; scattering, 
20; total, 145,384. The First District, with 
thirteen towns to hear from, gives Reed 13,827 ; 
Ingraham, 12,282; Reed’s majority, 1,545. 
The remaining towns will 1 increase 
it to 2,000 or more. All the Republican 
county ticket in Cumberland County, save 
Sheriff, is elected. The latter is in doubt, but 
claimed by the Democrats with chances in 
their favor. In the Third and Fourth Dis- 
tricts Milliken and Boutelle are reélected with- 
out a doubt, although the former is running 
behind his ticket.

CITIZENS ARE ROUSED 


WEST SIDE PEOPLE ORGANIZE 
AGAINST THE GAMBLERS, 


They Hold a Mass Meeting and Indorse 
the Mayor and Chief of Police for Clos- 
ing Garfield Park—Special Committee 
of Fifteen Provided for to Keep Up the 
Fight — Addresses by Representative 
Men—Steps to Determine Whether the 
Hawthorne Track Is in the City. 


If Garfield Park throws open its gates again 
it will encounter the organized opposition of 
the people of the West Side, represented by a 
committee of fifteen citizens, with Gen. Fitz- 
Simons as Chairman. The committee was 
provided for in resolutions adopted at a rous- 
ing Inass-meeting held at the Princess Opera- 
House last night. Sixteen hundred people 
were present, and many of the best- 
known citizens of the West Side were 
among them, Great enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, together with the sentiment, 
as one of the speakers expressed it, that the 
snake was scotched, but would revive with the 
slightest encouragement. There was no 
mistaking the determination of the meeting 
to prevent any encouragement of gamblers. 
Mention of Maj. McClaughry’s name was 
greeted with great applause. 

Gen. Fitz-Simons called the meeting to 
order, These resolutions were adopted 
unanimously: 


The Authorities Indorsed. 

WHEREAS, In defiance of public opinion repeat- 
edly voiced in the press, and in meetings of inter- 
ested citizens, there has been maintained imme- 
diately west of Garfield Park a disreputable en- 
terprise that has attracted, and has been sup- 
ported by, the most lawless and vicious elements 
of the community; and 

WHEREAS, Redress against and relief from the 
shameful nuisance was denied upon application 
to the courts: and 
_. WHEREAS, When all hope of protection from 
its blighting influences seemed to have failed the 
Chief of Police conceived it to be his duty to 
stamp out the disgraceful concern, and has, de- 
spite threats, abuse. ana misrepresentation, firm- 
ly and heroically continued his praiseworthy pur- 
pose; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the thanks of the citizens arid 
taxpayers of the West Side, in mass convention 
assembled, be and they are hereby sincerely and 
gratefully tendered to Maj. R. W. MeClaughry 
for his faithful and persistent efforts, as above 
recorded, in the interest of morality, honesty, and 
decency. 

That the thanks of this meeting be and they are 
hereby conveyed to his Honor, Mayor Washburne, 
in having seconded the efforts and aims of the 
Chief of Police; and as evidence of our sincerity 
in these expressions, we do hereby pledge our 
earnest support—moral and financial—to the 
city administration in its determination to sup- 
press and crush out every attempt at gambling, 
as it is sought to be carried on at Garfield Par 
race course and elsewhere within the city limits. 

That this meeting records its hearty sense of 
appreciation of the stand taken by the honorable 
the Common Council: at its session in Chicago 
the evening Ot Sept. 12, 1592, in defeating with 
such ananimity every effort to nullify or counter- 
act the good work begunin the suppression and 
prevention of public gambling. 

That while it may be true that a man has the 
right to do with his own what he chooses so long 
as be does not thereby infringe on the liberty or 
happiness of others, it is no less true when prop- 
erty is allowed to beso used that it becomes a 
menace to society, a destroyerof homes, and a 
pest to the community, that we are justified in 
citing the owner and asking the people whose 
sense of propriety has been outraged whether 
judgment should be passed alone upon the reck- 
less leaders and their wretched dupes, or that the 
one who profits by the rental of the premises 
should not share in the popular denunciation. 

That as the contest begun as above is ane that 
will need to be vigilantiy and persistently con- 
ducted this meeting authorizes the appointment 
of a committee of tifteen citizens, with power as 
an executive or advisory board, to act, if desired, 
with like committees from other sections of the 
city, or by themselves if others are not ap- 

ointec, in sustaining the authorities in their 
audable efforts to redeem the fair fame of our 
city and keep its name unspotted before the 
world. 

George B. Swift was the first speaker. He 
said a properly aroused public sentiment 
augured well for the public good. The assem- 
blage showed such a sentiment existed. 

Last night in the Council, said he, we 
met a vanquished Garfield Park. I believe 
with a majority of the Council that it was a 
proper thing to sustain the Chief of Police, 
and that the Mayor and his subordinates were 
in accord and were glad to sustain him.”’ 

Wants Hawthorne Closed, 

The Rev. Dr. Lawrence said he had felt ap- 
prehensive that last night’s meeting would be 
a failure because the Council last night did 
its duty. He did not want to see a corpse gal- 
vanized intolife. He wanted the people of 
the West Side to keep up their indignation 
against Garfield Park for all time. e was 
just as earnest in his protest against Haw- 
thorne Park. 

Assistant Corporation Council Depuy 
sketched the different legal steps im the long 
struggle. He summarized the effect of all 
the decisions and concluded that the city 
meant to keep up the fight if it took all fall 
and winter, for snow waist deep was no ob- 
stacle to racing at Garfield Park. 

F. A. Riddle said the owners of. Garfield 
Park were here to stay. The administration 
of the city might be changed next spring, and 
with the slightest encouragement races would 
begin. There should be no stop in the war 
against the track. 

Bishop rallows said as a minister he wished 
no one harm. He wished every member of 
the Garfield Park club could get into the 
rooms above and receive the aid ot the Salva- 
tion Army. The machination to make the 
Mayor and Maj. McClaughry enemies was one 
of the most satanic he had ever heard of. 

The Rev. Dr. Withrow sai. matters looked 
dark last Saturday night. The Saturday pa- 
pers seid only two or three Aldermen were 
needed to let loose an influence that would 
swell a stream of vice. 

„ had hopes, he said. “I thought even 
Chicago Aldermen had consciences, but 
feared their consciences were off on a vaca- 
tion. Yet I was taught to believe in fair play, 
and I believe some of the Chicago Aldermen 
are pure and true. 

“Where Was He At?” 

„If Satan could have — up a Chicago 
paper and read 60 to 3, think | could hear 
him say, Where was I at?’ Is gambling 
dead? Iam sick of this eternal nonsense 
about State statute and city ordinance. We 
tried to close the worst class of saloons once, 
and were told that no city ordinance was 
worth anything unless a State law was 
rammed into it. I prefer the simple 
forinula that the violation of any city ordi- 
nance is a crime.”’ | ; 

The attention of the meeting was diverted 
to the subject of cholera by W. J. Wilson, the 
next speaker. He told a brief. story about 
Garfield Park, then suggested that the mass- 
meeting pass a resolution condemning the 
Hamburg Steamship company for bringing 
cholera to America. ‘**We ought to send a 
dispatch to President Harrison,“ he said, 
letting him know that the West Side is 
aroused. He'll issue a proclamation. Draw 
up the resolution and I’ll pay the bill.“ 

Gen. Fitz-Simons put Mr. Wilson’s motion 
and the meeting passed it. 

O. N. Carter made a brief speech and the 
meeting adjourned. Gen, Fitz-Simons will 
announce the members of the committee of 
fifteen today, and a dispatch in accordance 
with Mr. Wilson’s resolution will be sent to 
Presiaent Harrison. 


HAWTHORNE INSIDE OR OUT? 


The Mayor Directs a Survey—It Is Proba- 
bly Outside the City Limits, 

Mayor Washburne has determined to ascer- 
tain whether the Hawthorne race track or any 
portion of it is within the city limits. It is 
claimed that 175 feet of the track is under 
municipal jurisdiction, Ifthe claim is true 
the Mayor will direct Supt. McClaughry to 
deal with Hawthorne club in the same way he 
handled the Garfield people. 

Mayor Washburne directed the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works yesterday to make a 
thorough investigation and gave orders that if 
the question could not be settled without a 
survey to make one. 

It was ascertained at the Map Department 
of the city yesterday that the Hawthorne track 
is not inside of the limits. The track is locat- 
ed on Sec. 33 in the Town of Cicero. Its 
north of Thirty-ninth street and south of 
Thirty-fifth street and west of Forty- 
sixth street. The track, according to 
Supt. Manstien’s maps, is about two blocks 
west of the Belt railroad, and in order to get 
into the city would have to cross the tracks. 
It was learned at the County Clerk’s office 
that none of the property of the Hawthorne 
Association is assessed by the city but by the 
Cicero Assessor. 

Ed Corrigan is not worried over the state- 
ment that part of his track lies in the city 
limits. When I built the Hawthorne track, 
he said, I took particular pains to find out 
just where the city limits ended, and I am per- 
fectly sure that not an inch of my inclosure is 
within a furlong of the city limits. 


ROCK RIVER METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


The Large and Influential Body to Meet at 
Sterling Oct. 7. 

The Rock River Methodist Conference meets 
on Oct. 7, at Sterling, in Whiteside County, 
110 miles west of Chicago on the Northwest- 
ern railway, Bishop Fitzgerald presiding. It 
never met at Sterling but once before and that 
was on Oct. 5, 1874, when Bishop Bowman 
presided. Its sessions usually include two 
Sundays,

statistics of last year. It contains 339 churches, 
with church buildings worth $3,442,061 ana in- 
cumbrances amounting to $179,127.

commodation of these ministers it has 158 
E valued at $337,980. The Method - 
ts vride themselves on salaries of their 
‘ministers, none of whom receive the large sal- 
aries that are paid some of the ministers of 
other denominations; but it is claimed that 
they receive a higher average salary than any 
other ministers.

_ The coming session of the conference prom- 
ises to be a very quiet one. For several years 
past a lively tilt has been expected every year 
over the proposal to divide the Chicago dis. 
trict into two districts. ‘his was finally done 
at the last conference, the dividing line being 
Washington street, and the new plan has 
‘worked so smoothly that it is not expected 
the subject will ever be mentioned in 
conference again. The elders of both the 
new districts were appointed only. last year, 
and although Elder Curts has taken the book- 
store agency and Elder Jackson has taken his 
place in the North Chicago district, no 
changes in the Chicago eldership are ex- 
pected this year. 

As to the Chicago pastorates, there has not 
been in many years so little prospect of 
change. Quite a number of them are ex- 

cted, as a matter of course, but none at all 

rom the expiration of the four-year limit in 
one pastorate. The Chicago pastors are so 
very fresh in their present parishes an 
analysis of them is interesting at the nt 
time. Not one of them is now in his fifth 
year. Only the following are in their fourth 
year: „ M. Bristol, Trinity; M. W. 
Satterfield, Wicker Park, and W. B. 
Leach, Paulina Street. Only the following 
are in their third year: A. C. Wakeman, 
Sheffield Avenue: J. C. Youker, Garfield Park. 
and Hugh Atchison, Normal Park. Twenty 
of them are only in their second year, and 
among them are H. W. Bolton, Centenary ; W. 
W. Painter, Park Atenue; N. H. Axtell, Wes- 
ley ; William Fawcett, First; C. E. Mandeville, 
Englewood First; and P. H. Swift, Oakland. 
About twenty-five are only in their first year. 

The changes that are expected will arise 
from different circumstances. Twenty of the 
churches are now supplied by theological stu- 
dents, and some of them will want settled 
pastors.

CRASKE ATTACKS PULLMAN COMPANY. 


Insists That Its Assessment Is Much Too 
Low—Wants More Facts. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]— 
A few days ago Mr. Craske of the State Board 
of Equalization had read for information a 
resolution relating to the assessment of the 
Pullman Palace car company and then gave 
notice that he would formally introduce the 
resolution today and move its adoption. Mr. 
Craske, when the board met this morning, 
said he was not ready to offer the resolution, 
as he desired to secure additional facts and 
figures for its support, but he proceeded to 
make a speech of some length regarding the 
assessment of the Pullman company. He said 
the capital stock of the company, as officially 
reported is $30,000,000; that the stock of the 
Pullman company sold May 2 last on the New 
York Stock Exchange for $182.50 and $192 a 
share; that, therefore, the aggregate value of 
= capital stock of the corporation is $57,600,- 


It had been the custom of the board to give 
the company credit for — outside of the 
State, but Mr. Craske could see nothing in 
the law to warrant any such custom. He 
thought the company could not object to 
having the board place the assessment of its 
capital stock at 10 per cent of its actual value, 
which, after allowing a deduction of $647.- 
785.58, the amount of the local assessment, 
would be 36, 112,211.42. He further said that 
the company claimed to have property out- 
side of the State of the value of $38,541,242.32. 
So that the value of the property within the 
State of Illinois would be 319,058, 756. 68. 

On the 25 per cent basis adopted by the board 
for the assessment of the capital stock of 
corporations, the capital stock assessment of 
the Pullman company, after deducting the 
amount of the local assessment, should be 
$4,249, 103. 12. ' 

This assessment, Mr. Craske thought, would 
not be unfair. He said he would introduce 
his reaolution relating to the matter at some 
future time. 

After hearing Mr. Craske the board ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning. 


FATAL ELECTRIC CAR ACCIDENT. 


One Man Killed and a Number Injured by 
a Runaway in St. Louis. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 13.—By a street rail- 
way accident in the southern part of the city 
between 9 and 100’clock this morning one 
person was killed and seventeen injured, one 
fatally. While a train consisting of an elec- 
tric motor and a trailer was coming down a 
steep grade on the State and Sydney streets 
branch of the Union Depot line near Ninth 
and Russell streets the motorman lost control 
of his car. At this point is a sharp curve, In 
turning this the trailer, which was crowded 
with passengers, was derai‘ed and turned over.

SENTENCED TO IMPRISONMENT. 


A Sheriff Neglected to Hang « Man, and 
Was Therefore Gullty of Contempt. 
Sax Francisco, Cal., Sept. 13-—Judge 
Murphy today found Sheriff Laumeister 
guilty of contempt of court for refusing tu 
execute Murderer John McNulty, and sen- 
tenced him to twenty-four hours’ imprison- 
ment in the county jail.

The Democratic Executive committee has

Spring’s friends 
are quite indignant at bis treatment and do 
nut feel kindly towards the Democratic man- 
agers.

The Freie Presse Gives Some Interest- 
ing Facts Regarding Henry Raab. 

Freie Presse, Sept. 13.—Two years ago 
many independent Republicans voted for Mr. 
Henry Raab for State School Superiatendent 
on account of the school law. Perhaps for 
the purpose of demonstrating his gratitude he 
acts this year as a Democratic partisen of low 
type, and tries in the interest of his party 
bosses to play a political confidence game 
anong the German-Americans. For this pur- 
pose he wrote a long letter to a local Demo-

LELAND PROPERTY TO REMAIN A HOTEL. 


The Historic Structure Will Not Be Torn 
Down—Lease of the Farwell House. 

Anevening paper was authority for the 
statement that the Leland Hotel ‘property is 
to again change hands and that this somewhat 
historic structure is to be torn down and re- 
placed by a fine office building. The Mutual 
Life Insurance company of New York was 
named as the prospective purchaser,’ and the 
text on which the story apparently hinged was 
that the property is becoming too valuable for 
hotel purposes. The statement that Michigan 
avenue property located as the Leland Hotel 
is is becoming more eligible for an office 
building than for a hotel site would be con- 
tradicted, by most real-estate experts at the 
outset. The hotel and land on which it stands 
was sold some time ago to Andrew J. Cooper, 
who transferred the fee to Owen F. Aldis of 
Chicago and Moses Williams and Lawrence 
Minot of Boston as _ trustees, for 
$625,000. A company headed by Mr. 
Cooper himself took the building and a ninety- 
nine-year leasehold in the property. This 
company in turn leased the hotel to Kittredge 
& Skeels for a term of ten years. To make 
any sale outright of the property the interests 
of the owners of the fee, the owners of the 
building, and the lessees would have to be 
combined. 

An effort to make this combination was 
made by Mr. Cooper about a month ago,“ 
said Mr. Northcote of Aldis, Aldis & North- 
cote. He approached Mr. Aldis and asked 
for an option on the purchase of the fee. Mr. 
Aldis was not able to reach Lawrence 
Minot, but took the responsibility of giving 
a thirty-day option to Mr. Cooper without 
the consent of the third trustee. This 
step is all on which the report of any 
sale could possibly be based. Mr. Cooper 
went to New York with the intention of 
negotiating for the sale of the property, but 
failed to bring his prospective buyers to 
terms. As soon as Mr. Minot could be com- 
municated with he refused absolutely to con- 
sider the sale of the fee, and stated that as the 
property had been purchased purely for in vest- 
ment he could see no advantage in selling it 
at present. As soon as the thirty-day option 
had expired, Mr. Aldis promptly notified Mr. 
Cooper that the deal was off, and of the posi- 
tion taken by the third trustee. This will end 
all negotiation, as the question of price is not 
the one raised by Mr. Minot. With the pres- 
ent building on the land, the property is 
scarcely available fora saie and a decided 
change in the nature of the improvement. 
Even the owners of the property consider that 
the insurance company, wanting a building 
in the office district of the pity, is gomg en- 
tirely out of its way to select a Michigan 
avenue, hotel eorner.“ 

L. J. Clark, who recently leased the Gra- 
nada and Salvador apartment buildings for 
a ten year term to be used as a hotel, has 
leased the Farwell House, at the northeast 
corner of Halsted and Jackson streets. The 

roperty is one of the oldest hotels on the 

est Side, having been in operation over 
twenty years. The building is a four-story 
structure, containing 120 rooms. The lease 
runs for five years and the terms given out 
provide for an annual rental of $12,000.

EARLY CORN HAS ESCAPED INJURY 
IN THE PRINCIPAL STATES, 


The Entire Crop Will Be Good if the Cold 
Weather Does Not Affect It Within Two 
Weeks—Excess of Rainfall in the Upper 
Mississippi valley In Illinois the 
Weather of the Week Has Been Favor- 
able—Frost Feared in Iowa and Mis- 
souri, 


Waskixorox, D. C., Sept. 18.—Following is 
the weather crop bulletin issued by the Weath- 
er Bureau: 


The week has been cooler than usual on the 
Central and Southern California coasts and gen- 
erally in all districts east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, the exceptions being the Red River of the 
North Valley, the Upper Ohio Valley. and por- 
tions of the lake region, where the temperature 
was normal or slightly above. The deficiency 
in temperature has averaged m 3° to 5° 
on the Atlantic coast from North Carolina to 
Massachusetts and over the —— part of the 
country between the Mississippi River and the 
Kocky Mountains, Over the plateau district and 
on the Northern Pacific coast it was warmer than 
usual, and along the coast north of California the 
week was exceptionally warm, the excess in tem- 
perature amounting to‘from 5° to 7° per day. 

Frost occurred in the upper Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, and Ohio Valleys, New England, and in the 
northern portion of the Middle Atlantic States, 
but the reports indicate no serious injury. Freez- 
ing temperatures prevailed in Wyoming and 
Nortbern Montana on the 11th. 

Early corn is now reported as safe from injury 
by frosts in the principal corn producing States, 
and if late corn escapes injury during the next 
two weeks the crop will be safe. 


Precipitation. 


More than the usual amount of rain has fallen 
in the Upper Mississippi and wer Missouri 
Valleys, over Arkansas, Loulsiana, and Eastern 
Texas, and along the Atlantic coast from North 
Carolina southward. There has also been a slight 
excess of rainfall iu the Dakotas and in 4 — 
of swonevivenia and New York. Unusually heavy 
rains fell along the coast of South Carolina, 
Georgia, and Eastern Florida, in the Upper Mis- 
sissip i Valley. Central Arkansas, and near the 
mouth of the Mississippi, where the actual rain- 
has ranged from twoto five inches. From 
the Ohio Valley eastward to the Atlantic coast 
but littte rain fell during the week, and over con- 
siderable portions of this region there was an en- 
tire absence of rain. Little or no rain has fallen 
in the Rocky Mountain district and none fell on 
— Pacific coast except light showers in Wash- 
on. 

/otton picking, which began in the southern 
portion of the cotton region two weeks ago, is 
now general in the northern portion of the cotton 
region, and some shipments have been made. The 
cotton crop in South Carolina is reported as seri- 
ously injured, and in Louisiana there are com- 
plaints of rust and boll worms, 

Severe drought continues throughout Mary- 
land, and rain is much needed in portions of Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina, Kentucky, Arkansas, 

ichigan, and Kansas.

CORN HAS BEEN ADVANCED. 


The Weather Conditions Throughout IIIIi- 
nois Favorable to the Crop. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]— 
The weather crop bulletin of the Illinois 
weather service issued tonight summarizes the 
crop and weather conditions prevailing 
throughout Illinois during the week ending 
Sept. 12 as follows: 

The temperature of the last week was slightly 

low a seasonable average throughout the State. 
At the central office, Springtield, the daily de- 
ficiency was about 2°. An average amount of 
sunshine prevailed during the week. The rainfall 
of the week, except in the southern counties, has 
been generally above the normal. The heaviest 
amounts reported were: Sangamon, 2.84 inches; 
Schuyler, 2.74 inches: Tazewell, 2.40 inches; 
La Salle, 2.39 inches; Brown, 2 inches; Randolph, 
1.87 inches; Kendall, 1.6 inches; Cook, 1.17 inches; 
Pike, 1.16 inches; and Bond, 1.02 inches. The 
weather conditions of the last week have upon 
the whole been generally beneficial to corn; the 
early planted is reported as maturing rapidly 
and will soon be out of the reach of frost. Light 
frost was reported in a few counties the 6th, 
doing slight injury to corn on low ground. The 
reports indicate t the late corn while growing 
nicely needs about three weeks more of season- 
able weather to put it beyond injary from frost. 

The Douglas County correspondent reports corn 
so badly lodged that but little wheat will be sown 
on corn ground. Plowing is still progressing 
through the State, and it is probable that owing 
to the copious rain which fell onthe 10th and 
lith the ground will be in excellent condition for 
this work. ; ' 

In some of the southern counties wheat is being 
sown, and in McHenry County some rye is being 
planted. Pastures will be greatly benefited by 
rains of the last few days. ‘The reports show no 
improvement in the condition of fruit. 


CROP CONDITIONS IN MICHIGAN, 


No Decided Improvement in the Southern 
Counties—Frost in Many Sections. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 13.—The weekly re- 
port of the Michigan Weather Service Bureau 
issued today shows that no decided improve- 
ment has taken place in the crop conditions 
in the southern counties. it says: 

Pastures are still in poor shape, and corn, pota- 
toes, and buckwheat are not much better. La- 
ter crops have been slightly benefited by receut 
light rains. Oats are reported smutty in some 
counties. and from Lenawee County comes the re- 
port that the tomato worm is destroying that 
crop. Some corn is being cut in the southern sec- 
tion. and thrashing of small grains is almost 
done. he fe ee is backward on account of 
the ground being too dry to work well. ‘in the 
northern and central counties the condition of 
fruits and cereals is repo excellent. Corn 
and potatoes are in fine ehape, and are being har- 
vested in some localities. Frosts occurred in all 
sections of the State during the week, but only 
slight damage is reported.

IOWA’S CORN IS NEARLY SAFE. 


Ten Days Without Frost Will Place the 
Crop Out of Danger. 

Dzs Mornzs, Ia., Sept. 13.—This morning’s 
Weather Crop Bulletin says: 

The last week was unseasonably cool, the fair- 
ly average temperature being two to three de- 
grees below normal and the sunshine less than 
the average amount. The rainfall was generally 
copious, and in the eastern and northeastern 
tricts it was heavy, causing some damage to 
crops. Corn has made slow progress to maturity, 
but is doing fairly well and the balk of it will be 
safe by Sept. 25, if there is no frost. The soil is 
now in excellent condition and a greatly increased 
acreage of winter wheat is being planted. Pas- 
tures and late potatoes have been much improved. 
There is a cold wave in the northwest and indi- 
cates a damaging frost Wednesday morning. 


REFUSED TO REDUCE THE ASSESSMENTS. 


Action Taken by the County Board Public 
Service Committee. 

The County Board Public Service commit- 
tee yesterday indulged in the greatest and 
most persistent wrangle of its history over 
the matter of equalizing assessments. 

The Judiciary committee reported recom- 
mending that the assessment of J. Irving 
Pearce, Huntington W. Jackson, and J. D. 
Willoughby be made the same as last year. 
This contemplated areductionin Mr. Pearce’s 
case of $9,000, in Mr. Jackson’s of over $50,000, 
and in Mr. Willoughby’s of $54,000. The com- 
mittee explained that it had taken all the evi- 
dence it could get in the cases and had de- 
cided that with reference to the assessments 
on surrounding property the assessments 
should be reduced. The property ir question 
lies just south of and most of it bordering on 
Jackson Park. 

The motion to concur in the report had 
scarcely been made when Commissioner 
Skallerup made some pointed remarks con- 
cerning the ability of the millionaire to dodge 
taxation while the poor man had no redress. 
Commissioner Spencer insisted that the as- 
sessments should not be reduced to last year’s 
figures. Commissioner Green had heard that 
Mr. Willoughby had refused an offer of 
$1,000,000 for his forty acres and that the as- 
sessment was not too high. He argued that 
the Hyde Park Board had refused to reduce 
the assessment and that the members living 
as they do in the neighborhood of the prop- 
erty knew what was best to be done. Com- 
missioner Spofford held that the property had 
not been assessed at more than a fair cash 
valuation. 

In turn the members of the Judiciary com- 
mittee insisted that the law compelled the 
County Board, in considering the question of 
equalization, to leave the question of values 
out and to take into account only the ratio of 
assessments on adjoining properties. Every- 
body talked at once, and the Chairman could 
not keep order or protect the member having 
the floor. 

Commissioner Hoffman finally secured a 


hearing and moved that the assessments as 


made by Assessor Symons stand. The motion 
was carried by the following vote: 

Yeas—Alien, Hoffman, Nelson, Skallerup, Spof- 
ford, Stauber, Stepina, Green—&. 

Nays—Ballard, Carroll, Cool, Manierre. Spen- 
cer, Struekman—6. 

The remainder of the committee’s report, 
refusing to lower John Dunham’s assessment, 
was adopted. 

It was agreed that the equalization as be- 
tween country towns should be left to the 
country Commissioners and as to the city 
towns to the city Commissioners, 

The ordinance of the Blue Island and 
Harvey railroad was referrea back to the at- 
torney for changes. 


Will Ask for Instructions. 

President Green of the Finance committee 
of the County Board spent several hours yes- 
terday considering the evidence secured in 
their investigation of the County Treasurer’s 
office and finally agreed to report to the board 
what had thus far been discovered and to ask 
for further instructions. The committee had 

reat difficulty in arriving at any conclusion, 
—— Green held out for a further in vesti- 
gation, claiming that since the Treasurer had 
refused to the committee an examination of 
the books and records of his office the com- 
mittee would be justified in making an exam- 
ination by force. He was second by Com- 
missioner Stauber, and Commissioner Bur- 
meister was not averse to such a procedure, 
The cooler heads made their point, however, 
and it was decided to ask the board what to 
do next. 


Municipal Notes. 


Jesse D. Moore, a policeman, has been sus- 
pended. Inspector Ross and Chief McUlaughry 
will review his case today. Moore is charged 
with conducting a woman to the Grand Palace 
Hotel and accepting a diamond ring as surety for 
his guarantee of her board bill. The woman is 
said to belong to a good family in Hyde Park, 
whom she left on account of domestic trouble, 


Mayor Washburne yesterday received a 
communication from the Llinois Woman's Alli- 
auce asking him to request Police Justices to 
send no more children under 14 years of age to 
the bridewell. The reason assigned for the re- 
quest was the crowded condition of the bridewell, 
which compels the association of young with 
hardened criminals. The Mayor will request the 
Justices to regard the request. 


Canada’s Position Regarding Bering Sea. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 13-—The Minister of 
Marine, Mr. Tupper, is now engaged in prepar- 
ing material for a counter case to the 
United States case in connection with 
the Bering Sea arbitration. The answer from 
the United States will close the documentary 
controversy. The original case of the United 
States contains a minute history of the Russian 
ownership of Alaska and a recital of the Russian 
ukase reserving the Bering Sea for the use of 
Russian fishermen and a long argument to show 
that this right was acquired by the United States 
Government in the purchase. The British case, 
however, will thoroughly oppose this contention.

MONEY GROWS FIRM. 


LOCAL DEMAND FOR FUNDS SHOWS 
MARKED IMPROVEMENT, 


Stock Market Was Heavy—Frost in the 
Northwest and Parts of the West, with 
a Prospective Cold Wave for the Corn 
Belt, Furnished the Bulls an Oppor- 
tanity Which They Were Quick to Im- 
prove—Corn Leads the Advance and 
Everything Closes with a Gain. 


The money market is growing snugger. There 
is a decided improvement in the demand and the 
line of loans is running up at many banks to un- 
precedented figures. Some people who are in- 
clined to take a bearish view of the situation are 
magnifying this tightening tendency and predict- 
ing a stringent money market. The facts do not 
warrant such a prediction. Thefe has been a 
sharp change in the situation and money is in 
better demand than it has been for months be- 
fore, bat the supply so far is easily ample to meet 
all demands. The largest banks in the city have 
still a conmderable amount of money they would 
be glad to loan, and no legitimate demands are 
being slighted. Rates have been generally 
marked up to 6 per cent for time loans, and 5 per 
cent is now the ruling rate for call. Commer- 
cial paper is in decidedly better supply. The 
demand for it continues fair, but rates have 
gone up correspondingly with bank rates. First- 
— paper is selling at 5 to 5% per cent. On the 
ock Exchange yesterday there was some talk 
about loans be being called and there was an en- 
deavor to precipitate something of a scare over 
the money situation. Careful inquiry at the lead- 
ing banks shows that those fears are for the pres- 
ent, at least, without foundation. If loans have 
beén called the chances are that it is because col- 
laterals are being scrutinized more closely. Bor- 
rowers with anquéstionable collateral who do no 
haggling over rates are still welcome at most of 
the bank counters. 
Yesterday's stock market was the narrowest 
that has been seen for sometime. It was narrow 
in respect to the character of the trading only, 
however, for fluctuations were wide enough to 
suit any one. West Side stock was the most 
active. It opened at 198 for the aceount, and 
from off suddenly until 192 was 
touched for regular stock. The markst was 
heavy until nearly the ‘close of the session, 
when there was a revival as sudden as the de- 
line. The stock advanced to 195 regular and 
197 for the account. It is difficult to 
say how much strength there really was 
behind the sudden upturn at the close. 
Little stock was offering and the few small buy- 
ing orders served to turn the market for a 
moment. As a rule traders have been holding 
away from the market in the hope of lower prices, 
There would probably be a pretty active market 
between 190 and 180, at least there are at present 
many orders on the brokers’ cards for stock bo- 
tween those figures.. But such orders are uncer- 
tain and they are frequently withdrawn after a 
heavy break which carries the stock down to a 
point where the orders might be filled 
North Side stock was dull. The course of 
fluctuations was in close sympathy with the move- 
ment of the West Side, however. In the morning 
the stock declined sharply. There was but a sin- 
gle sale in the forenoon, and that was at 243 for 
the account. That showed a decline of 6% points 
from Monday’s settlement price. In the after- 
noon the stock was still heavier, selling down to 
241, but it recovered as sharply as did the West 
Side stock, the closing sale being at 243%.

f that were done in this case a considerable hole 
would be made into the net income that sanguine 
stockholders are looking forward to. According 
to the last annual statement the company hada 
surplus of $629,000. if that is not the traditional 
surplus which means nothing 
than a line of figures on the com- 
pany’s. books, such improvements as the 
purchasing of steel rails might properly be 
charged against it. As a matter of fact the ac- 
counts of both the North Side and West Side 
companies for chis year are going to be exceed- 
ingly — 1 —— combinations of figures for 
an outsider to make predictions about. / It is of- 
ficially stated that large expenses have been in- 
curred on the West Side in the maintenance of the 
property which might have been avoided if there 
were a disposition toskin the property. and that 
these extraordinary charges will, in part at least, 
be calculated as a part of the operating expenses. 
It can readily be seen how easily possible it is for 
the management of these properties to show enor- 
mous gains in gross income without the corres- 
ponding increase in net receipts.

The September crop report of the Iowa Weather 
and Crop Bureau, tabulated from the reports of 
857 correspondents, was completed Monday and 
summarized as follows: Condition of corn, 75 
per cent; acreage, 85 per cent; indicating a total 
yield of 64 per cent of an average crop. killing 
frost before Sept. 25 would materially reduce the 
output of merchantable corn and at least 20 per 
cent will require all of September to ripen. 
Buckwheat averages 92 per cent: Irish potatoes, 
62; apples, 48; grapes, 83; sweet potatoes, 
74: and millet, 92. Reports of thrashing indicate 
an average yield of winter wheat, 17% bu per 
acre; spring wheat, 13 bu. The total wheat out- 
put of the State will be 8,073,270 bu. Oats will 
average 25 bu per acre light weight, and the total 
yield is estimated at 83,485,150 bu, or 60 per cent 
of an average crop. Barley averages 24 bu, show- 
ing a total yield of 13, Rye, 15% bu per 
acre ; total, 1,357,823. Flax, 7 bu; yield, 1.914.591 
bu. Clover-seed averages 2 2 bu and timothy 4%. 
Hay, IX tons per acre.’
